TG N. the. firft of March the Commons 
anommeca@y. read, the firft Time, a Bill for the Re- 
if ae it I} digf of Infolvent Debtors ; and theti 
Mi 10] MW Robert Hales, Efq; one of the Clerks 
he 


jv H of; the. Privy-Coancil, prefented to 
WME EAN the Houle feveral Petitions, and other 
eee Papers, for and againft ranting Char- 
ters of Incorporation t6-infure Ships and Mercandizes 
at $ea, which were referr’d to the Cammittee appoint- 
ed toenquire and éxamine into feveral Projects carry'd 
on by Subfcriptions. After this a Bill for tlie Preferv- 
ing and Encouraging the Woollen and Silk Manufadures of 
ths Kingdom, and for the more effetrial Employing the 
Poor, by. probibiting the Ufe and Wearing of Printed, 
Painted, Stained,. or Dyed Callicoes and Linens, except 
Such as ave of the Growih and Minufatire. of Great Bri- 
tain or Ireland,, was read the firft, and order’d to be 
read a fecond Time. “And then a new Writ was or- 
der'd, for electing a Burgefs for Tregony in Cornwall, in 
the Room of Sir Edmund Prideaux, Bart. deceas’d. 
March.z. Upon the Report made by Mr. Hampden, 
Committee of Privileges and Elections, it 
was refolv'd, That Richard Ellys, Eta: was duly elected 
a Burgefs for the Borough of Bofton in the County 
ot Lincoln. Then on a Complaint, made by Mr. Mun- 
gerford, Chairman of the Committee about the new 
oa M Projects, 
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Projects, commonly call’d Bubbles, againft Mr. William 
Taylor, an Attorney, for Infulting and Threatening, in 
the Speaker’s Chamber, Mr. John Walker, who was 
fummon’d to attend that Committee ; it was refolv’d, 
Thatethe faid Taylor was guilty of a Breach of the 
Privilege of the Houfe; for which he was order'd 
into the Cuftody of the Serjeant at Arms. And then 
it was refolv'd to addrefs the King, for all Petitions 
prefented to his Majefty for three Years laft paft ; for 
Charters of Incorporations; for eftablifhing Fithe- 
ries, or Annuities for Lives, ‘with all the Proceedings 
relating to the fame. 

March 3. An Officer of the Cuftom-Houfe laid be- 
fore the Commons feveral Accounts of Raw Silk im- 
ported and exported; and of foreign and Englif 
Wrought Silks exported from Chrifmas 1712, to Chrift- 
m@s.1719: And.then, in a Committee of the whole 
Houfe, fome-Progrefs was made: in the Bill for. Regu- 
lating the Nighed Watch, 

March 4. Dy Bill was order’d to. be brought in For 
preventing of Frauds and Abufes in the Allowances on da- 
uag’d Wines, and for lengthening the Time for the Draw 
acks-on the Exportation of Wines. Then the engfofs'd 





Bill from the Lords, entitled, Au 44 for the better’ fe- 
curing the Pevendeney of the Kingdom of \relapd. upon 


the Crown of Great Britain, was read a fecond Time; 
and a Motion being made for committing it to a 
Committee of the whole Houfe, it occafion’d a Debate: 
Mr. Pits firft {poke againft the Bill, faying, it feemd 
calculated tor no other Purpofe than to increafe the 
Power of the Britis Houfe of Peers, which,in his Opi- 
nion, was already- but too great. He was feconded by 
Mr. Plummer, who excepted againit the Preamble of the 
Hill, as incoherent, with the enaéting Part: Which 
was partly own’d by Sir Fofeph Fekyll, who, in the 
main, fpoke for the Bill. Mr. Hungerford, on the con- 
trary Side, endeavour’d to thew, ‘hat Iveland was ever 
independent,. with Refpect to Courts of Judicature: 
And he was fupported by the ‘Lord Mole/worth, the 
Lord Tyrconnel, (two Irifh beets) and fome other Mem= 
bers : But Philip Yorke, Ef{g; having back’d the Matter 
of the Rolls; the Queftion being put upon the Mo- 
tion, was carry’d in the Affirmative, by a Majority of 
140 Votes againft 83, and fo the Bill was committed 
to the grand Committee of the whole Houfe:* But 
this Bill being aly Affair of great Importance, — 
64S 
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it felf and the Confequences that may attend it, we 
will endeavour to fet itin a true Light, and to that 
End deduce it from its Original. 

On the 6th of February, 174, the Britifp Houle of 
Peers, upon 2 Report fiom a Committee of the whd¥e 
Houfe, to whom it had been referr’d to confider by 
what Methods the Order of the Houfe, for reftoring 
» Poffeflion to Maurice Annefley, Efg; of an Eftate in 
Ireland, of which he had been difpoffefs’d, pending 
his page in the Houfe of Peers here, (which Appeal 
the faid Houfe receiv’d the 8thof June, 1717) might 
moft properly be enforc’d and executed; order’d, That 
the Barons of the Court of Exchequer, in Ireland, 
fhould caufe the faid Maurice Annefley, Efq; to be forth- 
with reftor’d to the Poffeflion of the Lands of which 
he was difpoffefs’'d. This Order was, by the Lord 
Chancellor of Great Britain, tranfmitted to the Lord 
Chief Baron in Ireland, to be, by him, communicated 
to the reft of the Barons, who, on the 15th of March, 
17:7, caus'd an Injunction to be iffy’d out, directed 
to Alexander Burrowes, E{q; Sheriff of the County of 
Kildare, purfvant to an Order of the faid Court of 
Exchequer, of the roth of February, requiring him to 
teftore Maurice Annefley, Efq; to the Poffeffion of the 
lands in that County whereof Heffer Sherlock was 
then actually poffefs'd, by Virtue of an Order of the 
Houle of Lords of Ireland, dated the 3d 0f Osher, 
1717. The High Sheriff having refus’d to execute the 
fad Injun&tion, conceiving it to bea Breach of thie 
Order, and of the Rights and Privileges of the Jrif 
Houfe of Peers, had feveral Fines fet upon him by 
the Barons of the Excheguer ; and on the other Hand, 
the Houfe of Peers of Great Britain, upon Report 
from the Lords Committees, appointed to enquire 
into the Reafon of the Delay, in not obeying the 
Orders of this Honfe, relating to the Appeal of Afan- 
rice Annefley, Efq; and how che fame might more pro- 
erly be enforcd: Order’d, Fanuary the 23d, 1943, 

hat the Barons of the Court of Exchequer, in Ireland, 
be direted to proceed by the moft fpaedy and effectyal 
Methods, to caufe Poffeflion of the Eftate ot the faid 
Maurice Annefley, as requir'd by Order of this Houfe 
of the 6th of February laft, to be reftor’'dto him. At 
the fame Time their Lordihips order’d, That the 
Barons of the Excheguer, in Jreland, fhould caufe the 
Refpondent, Hefter Sherlock, to account before them, 
M2 upea 
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tuyon Oath, for the Rents and Profits of the Eftate in 
Gueftion, which fhe had made or receiv'd, fince her 
paining the Poffeflion thereof, by the Orders of the 
Houfe of Lords in Ireland, and to anfwer and pay’ the 
fame to the Appellant, Murice Annefley, Efq; but 
without Prejudice to the Right, in Cafe of an Roped 
to be brought by either Parry, from the Decree of the 
Court of Exchequer, in Ireland, Thefe two Orders ° 
having, by the Lord Chancellor of Great Britain, been 
tranfmitted to the Barons of Exchequer, in Ireland, 
commanding them to return, as foonas they could, 
an Account of what fhould be done therein; the 
faid Barons thereupon order’d, February the qth, 17'3y 
That the Injunétion of that Court thould forthwith 
iffue, directed to the faid He/fer Sherlock, and to the 
feveral and refpective Tenants of the Lands in Que- 
ftion; requiring them quietly to reftore, to the faid 
Mrurics Annefey, the Poffeflion of the Town and 
Lands of Listle Rath, Bodingftown, Dar, and Mulle 
nafooky, lying in the County of Kildare. By Virtue 
of this Order or Injunétion, Mrs. Hefler Sherlock was 
difpoffefs'd of thefe Lands: And, on the other Hand, 
upon the Petition of exander Burrowes, Efq; to the 
Houfe of Lords of Ireland, their Lordihips appointed 
a Committee to enquire into that Matter. Their Re- 
port being read and agreed to, on the 28th of Ful, 
4719, their Lordihips thereupon came to the following 
Refolutions, viz. 
1. That dlexander Burrowes, Efq; late High Sheriff 
of the County of Kildare, has fully prov’d the Alle- 
ations of his Petition, to the Satistaction of this

II. That the faid Mexander Burrowe:, Efg; in not 
obeying the Injunction iffu'd forth out of his Majefty’s 
Court of Exchequer, dated the 22d of February, 1711, 
in the Caufe between Sherlock and <Annefley, has be- 
hav'd himélf, with Integrity and Courage, and with 
due. Refpect to the Orders and Refolutions of this

IV. That the Fines impos’d upon Alexander Burrowes, 
Efq; by the Court of Exchequer, tor not Entering on 
his Accounts, amounting to Twelve Hundred Pounds, 
and upwards, be taken off, when he {hall have made 
ajuft Account, without other Fees than fuch as are 
ufual on Pafling Sheriffs Accounts. 

V. That the Lord Chief Baron, and the other Ba- 
rons of the Court of Exchequer, had due Notice of 
the Refolutions of this Houfe, made_the rith of 
February, 1903, inthe Caufe of the Earl of Meath 
and Loid Ward, before they made an Order for an 
Injundtion, to put Maurice Annejley into Poffeffion. 

VI. That the Lord Chief Baron, and the other Ba- 
rons of the Court of Exchequer, had due Notice of 
the Order of this Houfe of the 3d of Ofober, 1917, 
in the Caufe of Sherlock and Annefley.

Jate Sheriff of the County of Hildare, have a&ted con- 
trary to Law, and to the eftablith’d Practice of the 
King’s Courts. 

XVI. Refolvd, That Feffery Gilbert, Efq; Lord 
Chief Baron of the Court of Exchequer, having 
taken upon him to put in Execution a pretended Or- 

er from another Court, contrary to the final Judg- 
ment of this High Court of Parliament, in the Caufe 
between Sherlock and Annefley, is a Betrayer of his 
Majefty’s Prerogative, and the undoubted ancient

On the roth of Aung, the Lords of Ireland order'd 
the foregoing Refolutions and Orders to be printed 
and publilhd; as they did, Nov. 2, 1719, their hum-, 
ble Reprefentation to the King, which was reprinted 
in Londoz as follows : 

Moft 
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Moft gracious Suvereigz, 

T is with the greateft Concern, that we, your Ma- 
| jetty moft dutiful and loyal Subjects, the Lords 
Spiritual and Temporal in Parliament aflembled, do 
find our felves under a Neceflity of making this our 
humble Reprefentation to your Majefty. 

It evidently appears, by many ancient Records and 
fundry Aéts of Parliament pafs‘d in this Kingdom, and 

atticularly by one in the Eleventh of Queen £liza- 
eth, entitled, 4n AG for Attainder of Shane O Neil): 
&ec. That the Kings, with all the Princes and Men of 
Value of the Land, did, of their own good Wills, and 
without any War or Chivalry, fubmit themfelves to your 
Hajefty’s Royal Anceftor King Henry the Second; took 
Oaths of Fidelity to him, and became bis Liege Subjeds = 
Who (as it is afferted by the Lord Chief Juitice * 
Coke, and others) did ordain and command, at the + In- 
france of the lrifhy That fuch Laws as he hadin Eng- 
land, foould be of Force and obferv'din Ireland. by 
this Agreement, the People of Ireland obtain’d the { 
Benefit of the Englifs Laws, and many Privileges, 
icularly that of having a diftin@ Parliament here, 
asin England, and of having || weighty and momentous 
Matters, relating to thu Kingdom, treated of, difcu/fs’d, 
and determin’d in the faid PARLIAMENT. This 
Conceflion and Compaét, thus made, and afterwards, 
by fucceeding Kings, confirm’d to the People of this 
Land, in Procefs of Time prov’d a great Encourage- 
ment to many of the Englifh to come over and fettle 
themfelves in Ireland, where they were to enjoy the 
fame Laws and Liberties, and live under the like Con- 
ftitution as they had tormerly done in the Kingdom 
of England; which, thro’ God’s good Providence, 
has prov’d a Means of Securing this Kingdom to the 
Crown of England, :and. we truft: will do fo to all 
Futurity. By this happy Conftitution, and thefe Pri- 
vileges, by us, for fo many Years, enjoy’d, the Engli/fh 
Subjets of this Kingdom have been enabled faith- 
fully.to difcharge their Duty to the Crown of Eng- 
land, and vigoroufly fet themfelves, upon all Occaii- 
ons, to affert the Rights thereof againft all re Re- 
ellions

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tellions which have been rais’d by the Drif/ Enemics, 
And therefore we your Majefty’s loyal Subje&s do, 
with all Submiffion to your Majefty, infift upon them, 
and hope, through your Majefty’s Goodnefs, to havg 
them preferv d inviolable. 

And we beg Leave to reprefent to your Majefty, 
That though the * Imperial Crown of this Realm was 
tormerly infeparably annex’d to the Imperial Crown of 
England, and is now to that of Great Britain; yet 
this Kingdom t being of itfelf a diftin® Dominion, and 
no Part of the Kingdom of England, none can deter. 
mine concerning the Affairs thereof, unlefs authoriz’d 
thereto by the known Laws and Cuftoms of this 
Kingdom, or by the exprefs Confent of the King: 
And as your Royal Anceftors have always enjoy’d the 
Right and Power of soaeinn Matters that re- 
lated only to this Kingdom, by their Royal Authority 
in their Parliaments held here; fo we humbly hope 
your Majefty will always look on this Right as a moft 
valuable Jewel of your Crown, which none fhould 

refume to touch without your Majefty’s Confent. 

And that your Majefty will gracioutly allow us to 
reprefent it as an Invafion of your Prerogative, and 
a Grievance to your loyal Subjects in this Kingdom, 
That any Court of Judicature thou’d take upon them 
to declare, that your Majefty cannot determine all 
Controverfies between your Subjeéts of this King- 
dom, and about Matters relating wholly to the fame, 
by your Royal Authority in your Parliament fum- 
mon‘d to meet here; or that your Subjects of Ireland, 
appealing to your Majefty in your Parliament in 
Ireland, 1 Matters wholly relating to this Kingdom, 
do bring their Caufe before an incompetent Judica- 
ture. 

We have, may it pleafe your facred Majefty, en 
deavour’d, with our utmoft Care, to enquire into the 
Grounds of all fuch Appeals or Removals of Caules 
from this Kingdom, as have at any Time been made 
into England, and are perfwaded, that fuch Ufages 
have been introduc’d by ilow Degrees. At firft the 
Judges here being to determine lie Caufes that came 





before them, by the Common Law of England and 
fometinies not knowing well the Ui2ges there, applyd 
to

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to Henry the Third, their then King, for Information 5 
who gave them an * Account what the Common Law 
and Cuftom of England in like Cafes was: And this, 
enaeetantte, by the Advice of the Juftices of the 
King’s Bench, who then were oblig’d to attend the 
King where-ever he + dhould be: And in Procefs of 
Time, when his Succeffors had fettled the Court of 
King’s Bench after another Manner, and had forborn 
to fit there themfelves in Perfon, the Application, 
which formerly ufed to be made to the King, who 
prefided in that Court, came of Courfe to be brought 
before the ]uftices of the Court, although the King 
was not there perfonally prefent; and this, as we con- 
ceive, gave Rife to that Cuftom of removing Caufes, 
by Writs of Error, from the King’s Bench in Iveland 
to the King’s Bench in England. But from hence to 
infer, That therefore Appeals from the Parliament of 
Ireland may be brought before the Houfe of Peers in 
England, or Great Britain, is a Confequence for which 
_ there a to be no manner of Ground. 

As for the Prattice of appealing from the High 
Court of Chancery in Ireland to the Lords of Great 
Britain, we can find but two Precedents of fuch Ap- 
peals before the late happy Revolution, one in 1670, 
and the other in 1639; and we can account for them 
no otherwife, than by obferving, that they happen’d 
at a Jun&ture when no Oppofition could be given them 
from this Kingdom ; becaufe, through the Prevalency 
of a Popiih Intereft, no Parliament had been held 
there for fome Years before, nor were we then in any 
Likelihood of having any call’d here for many Years 
tocome: Nor can we find that any like fubfequent 
Appeals from that Court have any other Foundation 
than thofe two Precedents. 

And fuch Appeals (though they had been of longer 
Standing, and better founded) yet were never fuppos'd 
to preclude the King’s Majefty from his Right of giv- 
ing Redrefs to his Subjects of Ireland, in his Parlia- 
ment when affembled here, any more than Writs of 
Error to the King’s Bench in England, had hinder’d the 
like Writs from beiig returnable in the Parliament

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. And accordingly, when by God’s Bleffing on 'the 
late happy Revolution, this Kingdom came to have a 
Parliament, after T wenty-Six Years Intermiffion, Com- 
plaints were heard, Writs of Error and Appeals were 
receiv'd, and proper Orders were made thereupon 4s 
formerly; nor were they, as far as we can find, ever 
queftion’d, or their Validity doubted, *till the Year 
1699, when two Appeals from the Parliament here, 
‘were carry'd before the Lords in England, though no 
Pleadings to et ager of the Parliament of Ive 
land had been offer’d or mention’d by either Party on 
Hearing the faid Caufes here. 

And though the Parliament of Iveland could not 
then interpofe, or any Ways affert their Jurifdiction, 
becaufe it was not fitting; yet the Lords of England 
declar’d the faid Caufes to be coram non Fudice; and, 
without hearing the Merits of the Caufes, revers'd 
the Decrees that had been made here. 

Upon which Occafion we cannot but obferve, That 
the Parliament of Jreland (as the Conftitution thereof 
has been for fome Hundreds of te conven’d 
bythe fame Authority and Writs of Summons, and 
contiting of like Members, and diftiné&t Houfes of 
PEERS and COMMONS; and the former ha- 
ving the fame Afliftance and Attendance from the 
Judges of the feveral Courts and Maftets of Chancery, 
as in England or Great Britain; either fome Record, A& 
of Parliament, or ancient Ufage muft be fhewn, 
whereby to make a ‘Difference (which has never yet 
been attempted) or elfe from our very Conftitution it 
muft, as we conceive, appear, That whatever Power of 
Judicature is lodg’d in the Englif or Britifo Parliament, 
with refpe& to that Kingdom, and its inferior Courts, 
the fame muft alfo be allow’d to be in the Parliament 
of Ireland, with like Refpect to the Kingdom and 
Courts thereof. And if it be look’d upon as illegal, 
tor any inferior Court in Great Britain to a& in dire 
Oppofition to, or Contempt of the Orders and De- 
crees of the Houfe of Lords in Parliament there af- 
fembled; the fame muft alfo be concluded upon the 
like Oppofition given, or Contempt fhewn to fuch 
Parliamentary Orders and Decrees, as are or {hall be 
made within this Kingdom. . 

And therefore, in the Year 1703, when a Parliament 
of Iveland met, on a Complaint of Edward Earl, of 
Meath, and Cecilia Countels of Meath, his Wife,

Order of the Lords in England, been dif- 
efs'd of the Lands that had been here decreed 
pem: The faid Parliament unanimoufly reftor’d the 
faid Earl and CountefS to the Lands they had been fo 
difpoffefs'd of, fo effectually,that neither they,nor their 
Heirs, have been difturb’d in the Poffeffion of them. 
And we may very juftly conclude, from the ftrong 
Refolutions in which the Parliament here did , on that 
Occafion, affert their Jurifdiction, that they would have 
eded as effectually in vindicating the Decree on 
the other Appeal, if the Removal of the Lord Bilhop 
ot Derry, the Appellant here, and a Compolition 
made by his Succeffor with the Iri/p Society of London- 
Bernt eA ants in England, had not prevented it. 
After the Time of thofe twe Appeals, feveral Writs 
of Error and Appeals were brought into your Parlia- 
ment in this Kingdom ; and among them, an Appeal, 
wherein Maurice Annefley, Efq; was Refpondent, which 
were determin’d ; and the 5 Bote given on them 
took Effect accordingly. But the fame Maurice <An- 
nefley being Refpondent in an Appeal brought lately 
from the Chancery of the Exchequer, before the Parlia- 
ment of Ireland, by Efther Sherlock, Appellant; after 
having appear’d to the jurifdiction here, appeal’d to 
the Lords of Great Britain, froma Decree made here 
in Juftice to the Appellant Eber Sherlock; and found 
fuch Countenance there, as has given your loyal Sub- 
jects juft Reafon to complain of much Injury done 
both to your Majefty’s Prerogative and their Privileges. 
For it having (after a full .and fair Hearing) been 
decreed in your Majefty’s Parliament of Ireland, and 
accordingly order’d, That the Appellant, E/fher Sher- 
lock, fhould be put into Poffeffion of certain Lands in 
the faid Order nam’d, until fhe ihould receive there- 
out a certain Sum of Money, to her decreed to_be due 
and chargeable on the faid Lands; and the faid De- 
cree and Order having accordingly been obey’d apd 
put in Execution by the then High Sheriff of the 
County of Xildare, to whom the faid Order was di- 
rected ; and the faid E/fher Sherlock being accordingly 
in the a&tual Poffeffion of the faid Lands; the Lordi 
‘Chief Baron, together with the other Barons of your 
Majefty’s Court of Exchequer in this Kingdom, have 
taken upon them, in an illegal and unprecedented 
Manner, to caufe the faid Effher Sherlock to be dil- 
N 2 poffefs’d 
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ffefs’d of the faid Lands, and to lay feveral great 

ines upon the late High Sheriff of the faid County 
Of Xildare, for refufing to give Obedience unto the 
Orders of them, the faid Barons, in that Cafe iffu'd; 
although their ‘aid Orders were manifeftly contrary to 
the Laws, Cuftoms, and ancient Ufages of this your 
Majety's Kingdom, as well as to the above-mention’d 
Refolutions formerly made in the Cafe of the late 
Ear] of Meath, and continuing upon Record in the 
Journals of Parliament: Of which Refolutions, as 
well as of the feveral Refolutions. and Decrees in like 
Manner made upon the Appeal of the faid E/ther Sher- 
lock, the faid Barons had fufficient and timely Notice, 
before the iffuing of any of their above-mention’d 
illegal Orders, as in 2 Report of this whole Pro- 
ceeding, now alfo enterd in the Journals of Parlia- 
ment, (a Copy whereof we herewith humbly lay 
before your Majefty) may more fully and at large ap- 





r 
Hereupon, we humbly crave Leave to reprefent unto 
your Majyefty, That although Appeals from the Courts 
of Equity in this Kingdom, to the Lords of England 
or Great Britain, are but a very late Practice (as we 
have already fet forth); yet in all fuch Cafes, it has 
been the conftant and receiv’d Praétice here, that no 
Copy of any Order of the faid Lords was ever al- 
low’d, or demanded to ke allow’d as authentick, in 
any fuch Court, except the fame were exprefly directed 
unto the Court which was to put the fame in Execu- 
tion, and prov’d by a Witnefs-Viva voce upon Oath, 
to bea true Copy of the original Order: Nor does 
it appear, that any fuch Court ever claim’d or pretend- 
ed to any Authority to fupply any Defects uppos d, 
at any Time, to be in any fuch Order; or by Vertue 
of fuch Order, in the leaft, to go beyond what ex- 
prefly, and in Words, was in fuch Order contain‘d. 
And yer fo it is, that although the only Pretence of 
the faid Barons for thefe their illegal Proceedings, is 
grounded upon certain Copies of Orders, or pre- 
tended Orders, from the Lords of Great Britain; yet 
neither were the faid Orders, or any of them, di- 
rected to the Court of Equity, or Chancery-fide of 
the Exchequer, (where the Caufe originally lay, and 
trom whence the Appeal was) but only to the Lord 
Chief Baron, and other Barons, which is the Style et 
the Common Law Side thereof: Nor were the faid 
Copies, 
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Copies, or any of them, in Manner aforefaid, prov’d 
to agree with the original Orders. Neither were the 
Names of any Lands, or fo much as of any County, 
inferted in the faid Copies, or any of them. And 
et, notwithftanding all thefe notorious Defects and 
Nullities of the faid pretended Orders, the faid ba- 
rons have proceeded, not only in their own Names, 
' to whom the faid pretended Orders were directed, 
but alfo in the Names of the Chancellor and Treafu- 
rer of the Court of Eacheguer (to whom the faid Or- 
ders were no a direéted) to iffue: forth feveral In- 
junctions and Orders; and therein, without any 
Warrant for fo doing, te infert the Names of Lands, 
and of the County: wherein they are fuppos’d to lie, 
in order:'to difpoffefs the faid Efther Sherlock of the 
Lands whereof the had been put in Pofleflion, as is 
herein above-mention’d. 
And that your Majefty may be yet more fully ap- 
iz’d of the Arbitrarinefs, as well as Illegality, of the 
oceedings of the faid Barons, we farther, in all 
humble Manner, lay before your Majeity, That whereas, 
amongft other Rules of Practice in all your Majefty’s 
Courts throughout this your Kingdom, by ancient 
Law and Cuftom eftabliih’d, it is univerfally receiv’d, 
that every Order, or Rule of Court, ought to be 
made upon the Motion of fome Counfel or Attorney, 
or other Perfon by Law or Cuftom allow’d to make 
fuch Motion: That no Injun&ion or Writ ought to 
iffue out of any of your Majefty’s Courts, (except in 
the Crown’s Caufe) without the Name of a Six-Clerk 
or Attorney thereunto fubfcrib’d, who is to be ac- 
countable unto every Perfon who, through any undue 
Practice of his, fhall be aggriev’d by fuch Writ or 
Injunction ; and that no Proceedings thall be 
grounded upon any written Affidavit, which is known 
to be either falfe or defective in any material Part 
thereof, ‘*” fuch Defect be firft fupply’d, or Falfiry 
expung’d. The faid Barons,in thefe their Proceedings, 
have acted in open Violation of thefe, as well as other 
Rules, which, by the Law, they ought to have ob- 
ferv’d and ftrictly kept to: The Barons having order’d 
an Injunction to iffue for the difpoffefling of the {aid 
Efther Sherlock, without any Motion for the fame, 
made either by Counfel or Attorney, or by any other 
Perfon, except what was offer’d in Court by the {aid 
Lord Chief Baron himfelf : The faid Injunction alfo 


having 
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having no Name of any Attorney thereunto affix’d or 
fubfcrib'd ; and the Affidavit of John Annefley (upon 
which the faid Barons afterwards proceeded to fine 
the faid late High Sheriff) having feveral notorious 
Falfities in it ; of which, though the faid Barons were 
publickly advertis'd, at the Time when the faid Affi- 
davit was read in open Court, yet they took on 
them to act thereupon, without caufing the fame to 
& eat or the faid Falfities to be expung’d or 
ter'd. 

And although the faid Orders from the Lords in 
Great Britain expreity requir’d no more, but that Mau- 
rice Annefiey thould be reftor'd to the Poffeflian of 
thofe Lands, of which the faid Maurice was difpoffefs'd, 
_ pending the Appeal before the faid Houfe; yet the 
faid Barons, in their faid Injun&ion, not only order'd 
Poffeflion of ecrtain Lands by Name,°to be given to 
the faid dunefley, as is already méntion’d, but alfo 
grounded this ‘their Injunction upon an Affidavit 
wherein it is not fo. much as alledg’d, that the faid 
Maurice was at all poffefs'd or difpoffefs’d of any 
Lands whatfoever, pending the faid — 

And whereas it is the Duty of the Barons of your 
Majefty’s Court of the Exchequer in this Kingdom, 
and a Part of the Oath by each of them taken at 
their Entrance upon their faid Office, That where they 
may know any Wrong or Prejudice to be done to the King, 
shey fall put and do all their Diligence that to redrefs; 
and if they may not do it, that they foall tell it to the 
King, ov them of ‘his Council, or-to the King’s Majefy's 
Lieutenant, ov other chief Governor or Governors of this 
Realm for the Fime being » So far have the faid Barons, 
in the prefent Cafe, been from doing all their Dili- 
gence to redrefs the Wrong or Prejudice done to yoiit 
Majefty’s Pserogative of finally determining, in your 
Parliament here, Matters relating wholly to this your 
Kingdom, that they feem to have acted with great Di- 
ligence and Zeal in direct Oppofition thereto, and te 
have taken {uch Meafures, as will, in Effect, eftablith 
a Jurifdiction fuperior to that which your Majefty un- 
doubtedly has in your High Court of Parliament in 
this Kingdom: Nor does itin the leaft appear, or is 
it at all pretended, that the faid Barons, or any 
them, during all the above-mention‘’d Proceedings, 
did ever tell, or make known the fame, either to your 
Majefty’s Lieutenant, or other Chief a or 

over- 
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Governors, or to your Majefty’s Privy-Council : Who; 
if they had been timely acquainted therewith, might, 
according to their Duty, have made the fame known 
: ae jefty, . otherwite have — Dea 8 was 

tan or the fupportin ajeltys Ro 
Prevoeetive, | and defending the vit Ri hts and Be 
vileges'of this your Parliament and People. 

And here we beg Leave to lay before your Majefty 
fome of the many evil Confequences, which we ap- 

ehend muft neceffarily follow from fuch exorbitant 

ctices as thefe, if a timely and effectual Stop be not 
put to them. 

It is the Right and Happinefs of the Subjects of 
this Kingdom, as well as of thofe of Great Britain, that 
by their refpective Conftirutions, the Adminiftration 
of Juftice is near at'Hand, and within the Kingdom 
whereunto they belong; fo that if any of your Ma- 
jefty’s Liege People are, at any Time, wrong’d or op- 
ptefs’d in any ot the Courts of Law or Equity, they 
may, without any great Trouble or Expence, have 
Recourfe to your Majefty in Par High Court of Par- 
liament, where they may aflure themfelves of f{peedy 
Redtefs. But if this your Majefty’s Higheft Court, 
within this Kingdom, is depriv’d of the Power of 
finally determining the Caufes which come before 
them, all fuch of your Subjects as do not abound in 
Wealth, and thereby are net able to follow their 
Caufes, or bear the Expence of them in Great Britain, 
will be under a perpetual Neceflity of fitting down 
with the greateft Wrong or Oppreffion, which, at any 
Time, under the Colour of - ice, or by the Manage- 
ment of rich and potent dverlaries, may be laid 
upon them; which Scene, oe Poverty that every 
where prevails throughout this Kingdom) muft, if not 
prevented in a fhort Time, become a moit grievous and 
intolerable Evil. And your Majefty’s Royal Prede- 
ceflor, Edward the Third, was fo fenfible of the Hard- 
{hips that his loyal Subjects of this Kingdom fuffer'd, 
for want of having a Means of Reverfing erroneous 
ndgments within the Kingdom, that by his Charter, 
ated duguft the 30th, in the zoth Year of his Reign, 
on the Complaint of his Subjects of Ireland, he com- 
manded all his Judges and Minifters, before whom 
any Proceffes thould be held, at the Profecution of the 
Parties aggriev'd, To return the Rolls of the Records 
and Procefis into the Parliaments to be held in the King- 
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dom of \reland ; and that the Records and _Procefies 
fhould be recited and examin’d, and the Errors (if 
any fhould be found in them) duly corrected. * 

if is, under God, the great Security of this your 
Majefty’s Kingdom of Ireland, that by the Laws and 
Statutes thereof, the fame is annex’d and united to 
the Imperial Crown of England, and declar’d to be 
depending upon, and for ever belonging to the fame: 
But if all Judgments, Decrees, and Determinations, 
made in this your Majefty’s Higheft Court, within 
this your Kingdom, are fubject to be null’d and ree 
vers'd by the Lords in Great Britain, the Liberties and 
Properties of all your Subjects of Ireland muft thereby 
become finally dependant on the Britifb Peers, to the 
great Diminution of that Dependance, which, by Law, 
~ ana ought to have immediately upon the Crowa 
it leit. 

. That your i has, by the Conftitution of this 
your Realm of Ireland, the full Power of judging 
and determining all Caufes that belong to it alone in 
pleno Parliamento, is what no Man hitherto has ventur'd 
openly to deny or doubt of. 

But if in all Cafes that relate to this Kingdom, the 
dernier Reffort (as fome of late have affected to {peak) 





ought to be tothe Houfe of Lords in Grear Britain; 
however this your Mary’ Power may ftill in Words 


be acknowledg’d, the Force and Effect of it is, in 
ats taken away, and wholly vefted in the Britip 
eers. 

And we cannot but obferve, with the utmoft Con- 
cern, That by this Practice of the Peers of Great Bri- 
tain, juftand unjuft Caufes will meet with equal En- 
couragement: For however rightly fuch Caufes may 
be determin’d in Parliament here, the Decrees will be 
annull’d and revers’d by the Peers of Great Britaix, 
without Hearing or Entering into the Merits of the 
Caufe, upon Pretence, that the Proceedings were coram 
non Fudice. 

The Writs for fummoning the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and electing the Commons to affemble in 
Parliament here, being the very fame with thofe in 
England ox Great Britain, as has been before obferv'd, 
either the refpective Powers in each Kingdom —

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fill be the fame, or elfe the PEERAGE of this yout 
Majefty’s Kingdom muft semain little more than an 
empty Title, and the COMMONS thereof ftand for 
ever depriv’d of that moft valuable Privilege of Im- 

ching in Parliament, which cannot poflibly be 
maintain’d, if there be:no fuch Thing as a Parliamen- 
tary Judicature within this Realm. And if the Power 
of Judicature may, by a Vote of the 3riti/p Lords, be 
taken away. fromthe Parliament of Jreland, no Rea~ 
foncan be given, why the fame Lords may not in the 
like Manner deprive us of the Benefic ox our whole 
Conftitution. ~ 

It is notorious, That the Lords of Great Britain have 
not in themfelves, either by Law or Cuftom, any Way 
of putting their Decrees in Execution within this 
Kingdom; of which they have given moft undoubted 
Evidence by their late Application to your Majefty, to 
caufe fuch their Decrees to be executed by an extraor- 
dinary Interpofition of your Royal Power. And 
fhould your Majefty think fir to yield to this their De- 
fire, we humbly prefumeto think it would highly 
affe&t the Liberty of your Majefty’s loyal Subjects of 
this Kingdom. 

In order to prevent the Appellant, E/fher Sherlock, 
above-mention’d, from making any farther A pglicatir 
on to your Parliament here, your Majefty’s Deputy- 
Receiver, John Pratt, Efq; thought fit to pay above 
1800l, to the faid Efher Sherlock, which, on Exami- 
nation, he alledgd to be his own Money ; and that he 
made an Agreement with the faid E/fher, of himfelf, 
without any Order trom any Perfon whatfoever: But 
that from fome Converfation which he had with Per- 
fons of Judgment, he thought he had Keafon to 
hope and expect, that fince what he had done was 
for the publick Good, the Government would not 
permit him to bea Sufferer. What particular Grounds 
the faid John Pratt had thus to hope and expect, has 
not as yet been made known to us: But if fuch 
Hopes and Expeétations as thefe, are from Time to 
Time to_be fatisfy’d, we leave your Majefty in your 
Royal Wifdom to judge what the evil Confequences 
thereof may be. 

And _ we farther humbly reprefent to your Majefty, 
That thefe Proceedings of the Lords of England 
have —— embarrafs’d your Parliament, and dif- 
quieted the Generality of your moft loyal Proteftant 

O Subjects 
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Subjeéts of this your Kingdom, and muft of Ne- 
ceflity bring all Sheriffs and Officers of Juftice undet 
great Hardihips, by reafon of the Clathing of diffe- 
rent Jurifdi‘tions. Nor can we but with Grief ob- 
ferve, that whilft many of the Peers and Commons 
who fate in Parliament were Papifts, their Judicature 
was never queftiond; but of kate, fince only Pro- 
teftants are qualify’d to have a Share in the Legifla- 
ture; their Power, and the Right of hearing Caufes 
in Parliament, hath been den a, to the great Difcou- 
ragement and Weakening of the Proteftant Intereft 
in Ireland. 

And having thus, with all Humility, laid before 
your Majefty your undoubted Power and Prerogative 
within this your Kingdom of Ireland, the immediate 
Dependance of the fame upon your Majefty’s Crown, 
the Right’your Majefty has to hold Parliaments here as 
in Great Britain, and of finally determining therein all 
Matters that wholly relate to this Realm; together 
with the great Encroachments that of late have been 
made upon your Majefty’s Prerogative, and the Rights 
of this your Parliament, and the illegal unprecedented 
Proceedings of the Lord Chief Baron, and the other 
Barons of your Majefty’s Court of Exchequer; where- 
by they have endeavour’d to fupport thofe Encroach- 
ments, with the evil Confequences of fuch Proceed- 
ings, in Cafe that a fpeedy and effectual Stop be not 
thereunto put: We moft humbly hope, that all thefe 
Things being duly confider’d and weigh’d with your 
Mayefty’s ufual Wifdom, will abundantly juftify us in 
the Methods we have taken, as well for che fupport- 
ing of your Majefty’s Royal Prerogative, as the Pre- 
fervation of the juft Rights and Liberties of our {elves 
and our Fellow-Subjeéts, as the fame are fet forth in 
the feveral Refolutions we have come to; a Copy 
whereof we have hereunto annex’d. With all Humi- 
lity affuring your Majefty, that no Difficulties, which 
we may be laid under, fhall hinder us from giving the 
utmoft Difpatch to all your Majefty’s Affairs ; or trom 
moft chearfully demonftrating that Loyalty and Atf- 
teftion to your Majefty’s Perfon, and Attachment to 
your Intereit, which becomes your Majefty’s dutiful 
and obedient Subjeéts; whereof we again from our 
Hearts make an humble Tender to your moft Sacred 
Majefty.

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To this Reprefentation we will add the following 
Reafons of the late Duke of Leeds, for protefting 
againft a Vote pafs’d in the Houfe of Lords in Eng- 
land, and declaring a Trial before the Houfe of Lords 
in Irelamd to be coram non Fudice: Which Reafons 


are as follows. 


1. Becaufe upon the Conqueft of Ireland by Henry 
II. he introduc’d the Laws of England into that King- 
dom, and fent them over the Modus tenend: [arlia- 
menta, im terminw the fame with that of England - 
In which Record it is faid, that fuch Things may 
— and corrected in pleno Parliamento, €9 non 
alibi. 

2. Becaufe the 3oth Year of King Henry IIL. it was 

vided, that all the Laws and Cultoms which are en- 
joyd in England thall be in Ireland, and the faid 
Lands fhall be fubje& thereunto, and govern’d thereby, 
Siut Dominus Fohannes cum ultimo effet in Hibernia 
fatuit €9 fieri mandavit ; €9 quod omnia Brevia de Com- 
mini Fure qua cusrunt in Anglia fimiliter currant in 
Hibernia, cq 

3. Becaufe it appears by other ancient Records, Quod 
teva Hibernia intra fe habet omnes &§ omnimodas Curias 
prout in Anglia. 

4. Becaufe King Edward Ill. in the 29th Year of his 
Reign, ordain’d, for the Quiet and good Government 
of the People of Ireland; that in all Cafes whatfoever, 
Errors in Judgments, Records,and Procefs in the Courts 
of Ireland, ihall be correSted and amended in Pazrlia- 
ment in Ireland, 

5 Becaufe a Conqueror, by the Laws of England, 
and of Nations, having Power to introduce what 
laws he will in the conquer’d Country: And King 
Hey V1. purfuant to that Power, having introduc’d 
the Laws of England, and particularly that of hold- 
ing Parliaments in Ireland, the Houle of Lords in 
Putament in Ireland, may proceed to hear and deter- 
mine judicially fuch Matters which fhall be brought 
before them, in the fame Manner as the Lords in Far- 
lament in England. 

6. Becaufe, purfuant to the many Conceflions made 
by King Menry Ml. King Jobn, King Henry WI. and 
other Kings a England, the Lords in Parliament of 
helend have proceeded to correét and amend Errors in 
Julgments, and Decrees in the Courts of Ireland ; as 

Oz appears 
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appears by the feveral Precedents certify’d over to yout 
Lordihips, ‘and their Judgments never before call’d in 
Queition: Many of them being irregular, and there- 
fore prefum’d to have been by a good and lawful 
Jurif{distion ; otherwif, they would have been by our 
Anceftors, who were zealous Affertors of their Rights, 
long before this, call’d in Queftion. 

7. The Order declaring that the Appeal was coram 
non Fudice, and null and void, will call all other 
judgments and Decrees in Queftion ; under which ma. 
ny Eftates have been purchas’d, fettled, and enjoyd; 
which will be of fatal Conféquences to many ,Fami- 
Jies, and create Difcontent-and Diffatisfaction in that 
Kingdom. 

&. Becaufe the declaring the faid Appeal to be coram 
non Fudice, and nui) and void, firikes at, and tends to 
the Deftruction of the Jurifdiction of this Houle: 
For Irelan2 having omnes &9 omnimodas Curias prout in 
Anglia, muftinclude the High Court of Partiament; 
and being an exact Picture of the High Court of 
Parliament of Eng/and, if they cannot judicially hear 
and determine Appeals, Writs of Error, and Impeach- 
— it may be trom thence alledg’d they cannot 

ere. 

». Recaufe the Peers of Jveland had little elfe left 
them.but their Judicarure, which, if taken away, will 
be of Jirtle Efteem there, many of the Peers of Eny- 
land having fome of their Titles of Honour from that 
Kingdom. 

to Becaufe this Refolution ftrikes at and abridges 
the King’s Prerogative in Ireland; all Appeals and 
Writs of Error in Parliament being coram rege in Par- 
liamento : And therefore thefe Words, coram non Fudice, 
take from the King the judicial Power which is given 
him there. 

1t. Becaufe it is the Glory of the Englifb Laws, 
and the Blefling atrending Englifbmen, that they hive 
Juftice adminifred at their Doors, and not .to be 
drawn, as formerly, to Rome by Appeals, which 
greatly impoveriih’d the Nation: And by this Order, 
the People of Ireland muft be drawn from Ireland 
hither, whenfoever they receive any Injuftice from the 
Chancery there; by which Means, poor Men mutt be | 
trampled on, as not being able to come over to feek 
tor jultice. ' i 
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12. The Danger of altering, changing, or leffening 
a Conftitution (for above Five Hundred Years un- 
fhaken, or fo much as call’d in Queftion) in any one 
Thing, the Cuftom and Ufage of Courts being the 
Law of Courts, may occafion the Deftruction of the 
whole. The judicial Power of the Houfe of Peers 
in Ireland, in criminal Caufes, by Way of Impeach- 
ment, and otherwife, may, by the fame Reafon, be 
call’d in Queftion, as their Judicature in civil Caufes ; 
which will encourage evil-difposd Men, efpecially 
thofe in Employment in that Kingdom, who are ge- 
nerally very arbitrary, to act wickedly: And the better 
we preferve the Conftitution of Ireland, and of thofe 
Plantations dependent on England, the better we fhall 
preferve our own: And they will be a Barrier to ours, 
to prevent any Invafions of theirs. And fince the 
Kings of England have, in all Times, in Matters re- 
lating to the Revenue, made their Grants, by Letters 
Patent, and not only impower’d the Parliament of 
Ireland to hear, corre&t, reform, and amend them, but 
alfo acquiefced in their Judgment, it ought not now 
to be queftion’d. 

13. Becaufe this taking away the — of 
the Lords Houfe in Ireland, may be a Means to dif- 
= the Lords there, and difappoint the King’s Af- 
airs. 

14. Becaufe the judicial Power of the Houfe of 
Lente of Ireland, is in no refpeét alter’d by an Act of 
Parliament. The Statute of the roth of Henry VII. 
Cap. 4, call'd Jbyning’s Law, only directs a new 
Form of paffing Bills into Law; but alters nothing 
of the saticial Power: But neither allows or enables 
them to make the Laws as they pleafe, And this will 
as well hold againft the Jurifdiction of this Houle, 
which ought not to be fuffer'd. 


Thus far the Duke of Leeds’s Reafons. But we 
muft alfo take Notice of fome Refolutions of the 
Houfe of Peers of Ireland, relating to a parallel Cafe, 
and inferted in the Return made by Alexander Bur- 
rowes, Efq; Sheriff of Kildare, to the Injunction of 
the Barons of the Exchequer in freland ; which Return 
is as follows :

ders of this Houfe, have acted with Courage, accord- 
ing to Law, in Support of his Majefty’s Prerogative, 
and with Fidelity to the Crown of Great Britain. 

Order'd, That an humble Addrefs be prefented to

This Suggeftion, which was directly levell d 
again{t Nicholas Lechmere, Efg; as Attorney Gene- 
fal, and Privy Counfcllor, having made a_ great 
Noife, the Commons, on the tqth, adjourn’d to the 
16th; but in order to enquire into that Matter, or- 
der’d, That the Committee appointed to examine into 
feveral Subfcriptions for Fitheries, Infurances, An- 
nuities for Lives, and all other Projects, fhould have 

veto fit, notwithftanding any Adjournment of 
the Houfe, which they did accordingly the next Day. 
In this grand Committee, and in the Hearing of a 
pieat many Strangers, Sir William Thompfon, Solicitog 
P2 General, 
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Genera], charg’d Mr. Chancellor of the Dutchy with 
Freach of his Oath, Truft, and Duty, as a Privy 
Counfellor ; urging, that he had ated as Counfel, and 
receiv’d Sums of Money for his Advice, in Matters 
to him referr'd by the Privy Council, as Attorney Ge- 
neral. After this, he proceeded to the Reading of 
feveral Reports, made either by the Attorney General, 
or himfelt; but was interrupted by Mr. Secretary

Being crofs-examin’d, 
he faid, There were fevensAttendances before the pre- 
fent Attorney General: That at fix of thofe Atten- 
dances they had fix Counfel on their Side, and fome- 
times there were three and fometimes four on the 
other Side: That he believ’d the firft Attendance was 
upon the roth of November laft, but he could not be 
pofitive ot the Time: That there was an Attendance 
about a Week before, (about the r2th of Navember) 
but that was only to put it off, becaufe the Petitioners 
were not prepar’d, and it was put off upon the Appli- 
cation of the Petitioners for the Charter: That he 
keliev’d they were ready on the other Side: That they 
attended avain on the roth of November, when the 
Petitioners had fix Counfel, and the other Side three 
Counfel: That he believd this Attendance began 
about fix a-Clock at Night, and they might ftay ’till 
Ten or Eleven : That this Attendance was at the At- 
torney General’s Chambers, and he believd there 
might be One hundred and fifty People there; and 
upon the other Attendances there was a great Number 
of Perfons on both Sides. The Point upon the Peti- 
tion for a Charter, was, Whether fuch an Incorpora- 
tion for Infurance, as was defir’d, for Shipsand Mer- 
chandize, would be beneficial to the Nation? And the 
other Side infifted, That private Infurances would be 
moit beneficial to the Merchants; and there was then 
alfo an Objection to the Company, as to their being a 
fubfifting Corporation, and their Exiftence, as a Cor- 
poration, was difputed; their Charters were read, 
which were very long, and an Obje&tion was made in 
Point of Law to the Company’s carrying on the Bu- 
finefs of Infurance under fuch Charters, cho’ exifting ; 
and all thefe Points.were debated, by Counfel, on 
both Sides: That the Fees given to the Counfel, upon 
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their Attendance, were Ten Guineas a-piece to each 
of the fix Counfel upon the firft Attendance; and 
after, five Guineas a-piece to three of them, and 
three Guineas a-piece to the reft: That ten Guineas 
a-piece was always given to two of the Counfel, and 
five Guineas a-piece always totwo of them: That 
there were feven Attendances upon this Petition, with 
that of the s2thof November, and that he believ’d 
all the Counfel, except one, always attended; and 
that there was paid to the Counfel, for thefe Atten- 
dances, 142 Guineas, or within one or two of it: 
That thefe many Atteng@gnces were occafion’d by 
Want of Affidavits and P¥oofs, which the Attorney 
General requir’d, there being only fome* Certificates, 
but no Affidavit to prove the Hands to thofe Certifi- 
cates: That he believ’d there was not any Application 
at all made to the Attorney General for an Atrendance 
during the King’s Abfence:| They found him ready 
as foon asthey apply’: That he iffu’d his Summons 
for an Attendance, upon the King’s Return, without 
any Application. Being afk'd, Whether, from May to 
November, this Company did not go on to carry on 
their Proje&t ? He faid, He could not tell, but believ'd 
they did; but that he alfo believ’d, there was not any 
Signification thereof, of any Kind, to the Attorney 
General; and faid, that he diftributed no Money, 
other than to the Counfel. 

Mr. John Marfhb (Agent or Solicitor for the Petition 
for Infurances by the Lord Chetwynd, Sir William Chap- 
man, and others) faid, He left the Order of Refe- 
rence, on that Petition, with Mr. Attorney General’s 
Clerk, but no Fee with it: That he gave the Fees to 
the Counfel, upon that Reference made the &th of 
January, and which, upon the oth, he left with Mr. 
Stephens (Mr. Attorney General’s Clerk: ) That he 
acquainted Sir William Chapman with it, and thereupon 
there was a Meeting on the Monday or Tuefday fol- 
lowing, of Sir ‘Facob Facobfon, Mr. Harley, and the 
major Part of thofe who were appointed Managers, 
and they refolv’d to wait upon Mr. Attorney, with 
his Fee: That he believ’d ten or twelve of them at- 
tended him, and that Sir William Chapman gave him 
his Fee: That he, the Witnefs, went with them to 
Mr. Attorney General’s Chamber, and when he came 
there, he acquainted Mr. Attorney General's Clerk 
with feveral of their Names, and then he was intro- 
duc’d 
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duc’d into an outer Room, and the Clerk went to 
Mr. Attorney General, and having told him (as he be- 
liev'd) that the Witnefs was there, he was call’d to 
the Door, and then acquainted Mr, Attorney, that 
Sir William Chapman, and fome others of the Petitio- 
ners for that Charter, were come to wait upon him 
with his Fee; to which Mr. Attorney General faid, 
What do they come to me for, why do ghey not leave it 
with my Clerk ? The Witnefs anfwer'’d, That confider- 
ing it was Matter of Weight, and who were con- 
cern’d in it, they defir’d to give him his Fee the.1- 
felves; and the Witnefs tiirning to them, they all 
came forward, and Sir William Chapman gave the Fee, 
and recommending the Thing to Mr. Attorney’s Fa- 
vour, faid, it would {peak for its felf, and hoped, if 
it thould be found to be of Ufe to the Nation, that 
he would favour it, and fome Words of that Kind; 
and then they withdrew. That fome time after this, 
a Caveat being enter'd by the Infurers, a Summons 
was taken out: Then there came another Petition for 
a Charter, and thereupon Counfel were heard for the 
private Infurers, and Counfel tor the Mines Royal, 
and Counfel on Behalf of Sir Wiliam Chapman and 
the Managers: Mr. Serjeant Comyns, Mr. York, and 
Mr. Hale, were of Counfel ; and the other Side had 
three Counfel : That the Petitioners Counfel had tive 
Guineas a-piece : They were all heard at that Time, 
and Directions were given to bring the Subfcriptions 
and Subfcription-Books, and other Papers relating to 
that Infurance; which Direétions were given (as he 
thought) at the Defire of the private Infurers: That 
he believ’d there were five feveral Attendances on 
Mr. Attorney General, upon this Petition of Sir Will 
am Chapman, befides Attendances to bring Papers, 
That they attended only twice with Counfel, and the 
Witnefs defir’d the farther Attendance: That the 
whole Fees to their Counfel amounted to no more 
than fifteen Guineas at a. Time, five to each Counfel. 
That the firft Attendance held from feven to ten or 
eleven a-Clock at Night: Upon the laft Attendance 
there were fixteen or eighteen Perfons at leaft of their 
Side, and he believ'd as many more of t’other Side. 
That upon this Petition a Point arofe, Whether, to 
prevent the Danger of a Monopoly from one fuch 
Corporation, a fecond Incorporation, of the fame 
Kind, were not neceffary; and another — 
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arofe, Thatfome of thofe who were Subfcribers to 
this Petition, tor a Charter, were formerly Sub{cribers 
to a Petition againft one, and they were requeifted to 
give their Reafons for altering their Opinion : There 
was alfo a Charge of Fraud upon Ram, one of the 
Subfcribers to this Petition, which came upon the Pe- 
tition of one Helbut ; on which there was a diftin& 
Attendance, and Examination, and touching which 
Mr. Attorney General requir’d an Anfwer upon Oath, 
as the firft Charge was upon Oath; whereupon feve- 
ral Affidavits were brought, but he never heard they 
went any farther, to make good that Matter. That 
upon drawing and framing the Report, he attended 
Mr. Attorney General, upon his Requeft, to fee if 
he had colleéted all te Faéts that had been laid be- 
fore him. That there was never any other Fee to Mr. 
Attorney, than as aforefaid, that he knew of; but 
the Witnefs own’d he did tell Sir William Chapman, 
that he thought it was fit to wait upon Mr. Attorney 
General in Perfon; whereupon Sir William afk’d, what 
he thought was a reafonable Fee; he anfwer’d, that 
he had given ten Guineas ina Cafe of a private Act, 
and had known a larger Fee given, and_believ'd 
twenty or thirty Guineas thould be given: They de- 
bated the Matter, and the Witnefs underftood they 
tefolv'd to give fifty Guineas for the Fee, and to 
trouble themfelvcs no farther ; and believ’d no farther 
Fee was ever given, or intended to be given: That he 
never had any Difcourfe with Mr. Stephens (one of 
Mr. Attorney General's Clerks) about Fees, only that 
he afk’d him what was proper to give, but he return’d 
no Anfwer of any Kind ; and thereupon the Witnefs 
faid, he would advife with his Clients, and do what 
was proper, and that he never had any Difcourfe 
a Fees with Mr. Grub, Mr. Attorney’s other 
erk. 

Mr. Thomas Dowfe {aid, That he was Solicitor, or 
Agent, upon that Petition which was the Counter- 
Petition to that for the Mine and Battery Charter, 
and gave Mr. Attorney General in the whole fifty 
Guineas, at four feveral Times; three of which Fees, 
to his beft Remembrance, he gave Mr, Attorney him- 
felf, and one to his Clerk; and believ’d the three, 
which he o Mr. Attorney, were ten Guineas each, 
and the other twenty Guineas were left for him, with 





Mr, Stephens, his Clerk. Being examin’d as to what 
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Hints had been given him, touching enlarging Fees 
to Mr. Attorney General, and upon what Occafions, 
he faid feveral Hints had been given him by his Cli- 
ents, and by others he had convers’d with, that the 
other Side had given very Jarge Sums to Mr. Attorney 
General; whereupon he apply'd to his Clients to a- 
mend their Fees, and defir’d Leave to enlarge them; 
but he could not prevail, they could raife Money but 
hardly; bur, at laft, they order’d twenty Guineas 
fhould be given, and he gave it. Being afk'd, Whe- 
ther Stephens ever gave any Hint to inlarge the Fee? 
He anfwer’d, That when he gave the ten Guineas, 
es which was a Fee he had given to other Attorneys 
seneri!) he had then only one Petition againft the 
Charter; but he had enterd Caveats againft others, 
and then he afk'd the Clerk what Fees were to be gi- 
ven upon Caveats, (that being a Piece of Practice 
which he was not fo well appriz’d of ) and the Clerk 
faid, You muft give fomething handfome ; and be- 
Jiev'd the Clerk might fay, in a curfory Way, that 
they gave hand ‘omely on the other Side, but believ'd 
he faid it by no Diretion; and upon_what was faid 
by him and others, he encreas’d the Fee, and gave 
twenty Gufineas. He gave an Account, That on the 
3d of Fune, he carry’d the Order of Reference, on 
the Petition to refume the former Charters of Mines 
Royal, and Battery Works, and ten Guineas with it, 
to Mr. Attorney General, which he apprehended was 
his ufval Kee ; and between that Time, and about the 
Middle of September, when he went out of Town, 
and ftaid ‘till the Middle of Ofober) he frequently 
calld on Mr, Attorney General's Clerk, to know if 
any Application had been made for a Hearing by the 
other ‘ide; and receiv’d for Anfwer, There had not; 
whereupon he told the Clerk, (after fome Times 
calling) that if the other Side would not proceed on 
their Part, he would proceed. That he ftay’d out of 
Town above a Month, and the firft Hearing they had 
upon the Mine and Battery Bufinefs, was upon the 
iith of November, upon a Summons which he took 
out That he was Solicitor for the Merchants of Lon- 
don_and Brifiol, who appear’d, from the Beginning, 
xo oppofe fuch a Charter: There was four or five Setts 
avait Charters, and he was concern’d for them all, 
de was alfo Solicitor upon the Counter-Petitions 
againtt 
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againft the Mines Royal: That there were feven Hear- 
ings in oppofing the Petitions for Charters, and he 
believ'd four or five of them were particularly upon 
the Petition of the Mines Royal People. Thar he 
ave no Fees fince the laft Caveat, nor any upon the 

Report. That he left no other Fees than the fifty 

Guineas. That the Difcourfe he had with Mr. S¢e- 
hens, was at the Attorney General’s Chamber, and 

leew of no other Difcourfe upon that Subject: That 
he could not repeat the Clerk’s exact Words, only on 
the Effe&t of them: That he and the Clerk talk’d, 
only in a curfory Manner, to know what other Attor- 
nies gave: That he had no Direétions for giving Fees, 
but to give the common and ufual Fees, which he 
did, and gave or left'no other than what he look’d 
upon to be common and ufual. Being demanded to 
name the Perfon, his Client, who told him he mutt 
ive good Fees, he declar’d he could not fay which 

Client, in particular, it was; and that it was only in 
common Converfation, as thus, Dow/e, you mutt give 
ood Fees, we hear they give very good Fees on t'other 

Side. That he would have given a better Fee than 
twenty Guineas, and afk’d his Clients for that Pur- 
pofe, but they refus’d to order that. That the Hear- 
ings, upon thefe Attendances, generally began at Six, 
the laft was at Five, and the Countel generally got 
away about Ten; there were ufually fx or feven Coun- 
fel at a Hearing, and fome of the Hearings were three 
or tour Hours, and fome longer: Once they had but 
four Counfel, (viz.) "Mr. Serjeant Chefpire, Serjeant 
Whittaker, Mr. Bootle, and Mr. Pittman; the Fees he 
give, were to Serjeant Chefbire, and Serjeant Whittaker, 
at one or two Attendances, ten Guineas a- piece, to the 
other five Guineas a-piece, at every one of thofe 
Hearings upon Attendances. That he was Solicitor 
for the private Merchants, who oppos’d the firft Peti- 
tion for a Charter for Infurance, and which was re- 
ferr’d to the late Attorney and Solicitor General. That 
the Fees which he gave to the late Attorney and So- 
licitor General, upon that Vetition, (being of the 
qth of February, 1717,) were to Sir Edward Novthey, 
ten Guineas; (given at the Time when he lett the 
Order of Reference with him) they were formerly 
heard upon that Petition, and they were alfo heard 
before them upon the Reference, upon the Petition 
of Sir Jobe Williams, Six Fuflus Beck, and others, and 
when 
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when he brought that Reference, he left ten Guineas: 
That he believ'd they had five Attendances upon thofe 
References, and the Fees which he gave to the Coun- 
fe] were ten Guineas a-piece upon the London Peti- 
tion, and five Guineas of saga upon the Briffol Peti- 
tion ; (which was upon the rft of March 1717,) and 
upon making their Keport of the rath of March 1417, 
he gave the late Attorney and Solicitor General, ten 
Guineas a-piece more, and he gave no other Fees, 
That a Day or two before making his Report, (upon 
the Petition of the Company of the Mines Royal) 
Mr. Attorney General fent for him, to fee if he had 

ather’d all the Papers, which the Witnefs had laid 

efore him, on Behalf of thofe who oppos'd, (which 
the Witnefs found he had.) And being again afk'd 
as to his Converfation with Stephens about Fees, he 
faid, That he never had any Intimation from the At- 
torney General’s Clerk, about giving Fees to him; 
and that all he afk'd was to know what Fees were 

iven by the other Side; and that he never had any 
Hine, from any fuch Clerk, what Fees were given, 
he had only fome Hints from Abroad, but no Hint 
from Mr. Stephens. That he believ’d he heard it faid, 
at Mr. Attorney General’s Chamber, that it was be- 





liev'd, they had given handfomely on t’other Side, 
but nothing of what it was. That he never had any 
Converfation with Mr. Stephens, but only in general, 
and laid no Strefs a any Thing he faid about Fees: 


That he never faid or hinted to the Witnefs what he 
fhould give: That he heard the Hint, aforemention‘d, 
fpoke in Mr. Attorney Genera]’s Chamber, but could 
not charge it upon any of his Clerks, but thought it 
might be among the Attornies, upon their Meeting, 
and waiting there, and talking together in Conver- 
fation. That he never heard of the Word Bidding, 
upon any fuch Occafion, in the Attorney General's 
Chamber, nor any Difcourfe about what one had 
been giving, or another; nor had he any Word like 
that of Bidding in his Mouth. Being afk’d, Whe- 
ther Mr. Solicitor General had any Intimation from 
him ot Hints from the Clerk, of enlarging the Fee ? 
He anfwer’d, That he could not fay, that Stephens 
faid, give handfomely. That as to Attendances, there 
were four, before the former Attorney and prefent 
Solicitor General, which, he believ’d, were as long, 
ar longer, than thofe on the prefent Attorney: A 

great 
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reat many Merchants were there, and Counfel; and 
Grady was conftantly attending at the Attorney Ge- 
neral's Chambers: That fome of the Examinations, 
taken before the former Attorney and Solicitor Gene- 
ral, were not upon Affidavit ; but the prefent Actor- 
ney defir’d Affidavits. That the Clerk did not fay 





what Fees the Witnefs was to I oe the Attorney Ge- 
neral, upon Caveats ; but the Witnefs believ'd he faid, 
they did give handfomely on tother Side; he did 
not name any Sum. That the Witnefs did advife 
his Clients to give fifty Guineas upon the Caveats. 

Mr. Oliver Marton (who is concern’d for Mr. Shales, 
upon his Petition) faid, That Mr. Attorney was at- 
tended about twelve or fourteen Times upon that Occa- 
fion; once was with Counfel, and he gave Mr. Attor- 
ney, at feveral Times,in the whole, thirty Guineas, by 
Direction of his Clients: They had but one Hearing 
by Counfel: That for the orher Attendances, there 
were about fix before Counfel were heard, and as 
many afterwards. Being crofs-examin’d, concerning 
what Application Mr. Solicitor General had made to 
him, to give Information, touching Mr. Attorney Ge- 
neral’s Fees, he faid, That meeting Mr. Solicitor, the 
Day before, in the Lobby of the Houfe of Lords, 
he defir'd the Witnefs to attend here, upon this Oc- 
cafion; and he told Mr. Solicitor he would attend, 
and acquainted him that he had given Mr. Attorney 
only thirty Guineas, and could not imagine why he 
fhould be call’d here, when he gave only his juft 
Fees: That this Meeting was purely by Accident, and 
that Mr. Solicitor did not defire him to fay any Thing 
but the Truth. 

Mr. Henry Symonds faid, He had an Account of all 
the Money that had been expended upon the Petition 
of Sir James Hallet, and others, about Annuities, and 
that the whole amounted to 177/. 145. 6d. or there- 
abouts, and no more: That he could not fpeak to the 
Diftribution of it, nor could take upon him to fay 
what had been given to Mr. Attorney General for his 
Fees on that Keference, but believ’d fifty Guineas: 
That he believ'd they had but one Hearing; but there 
were two Petitions againft them from York Buildings, 
and they —— they might have more than one 
ser hey had Information, that fuch a Fee had 
been ufually given, and imagin’d they might give it; 
which Information, he believ’d, came from ~— of 

their

their own Committee, who might fay, they believ’d, 
ot had heard, that fuch a Fee had been given: That 
he mever waited on Mr. Attorney, but went only to 
his Clerk, to know when would bea proper Time 
for the Solicitors or Attornies to atrend him. 

Sir William Chapman faid, That being one of the 
Committee on the Infurance, (call’d Lord Chetwynd’s 
Infurance) he did acquaint a general Meeting, That 
he underftood, that in Sir John William’s Society, there 
was a Power given to fome Members, to take proper 
Methods for obtaining a Charter; whereupon the ge- 
neral Court came toa Refolution, to give their Ma- 
nagers Power to purfue fuch Methods as they thould 
think proper, tor obtaining a Charter. Being afk'd, 
Whether there was any Power vefted in any Body to 
difiribute any Sum of Money for that Purpofe? He 
anfwer’d, That he did not know of any fuch Power, 
or any fuch Intention: There was Power lodg’d in the 
Committee to difpofe of a1 per Cent. paid in, in fuch 
Manner as fhould be moft for the Benefit of the So- 
ciety ; but he did not know of any Power to difpof 
of Money, for obtaining a Charter; the Power is 
only to difpote of it for the Intereft of the Society, 
and itis enter’d in the Minute Book, and he knew 





of no other. Being afk’d, What Money was given 
to the Attorney General, on the Solicitation for a 
Charter? He faid, That when they undertook that 
Affair, they were in Hopes to obtain a Charter, and 
they went ina ey Method, by Petition, fign’d by 


Subfcribers ; and his Majefty was gracioafly pleas'‘d to 
hear them in Counfel, and to refer them to Mr. Attor- 
ney General, to hear al] Allegations, and make Re- 
port thereupon; upor which the Witnefs afk’d Mr. 
Fohn Marfh, their Solicitor, What was proper for them 
to do in the Cafe, and what was cuftomary ? He 
anfwer'd, There were Fees due to the Attorney Gene- 
yal on fuch Occafions, He afk’d, whereabouts might 
be proper for them to give? Marfb faid, twenty or 
thirty Guineas; whereupon the Witnefs faid, Thele 
Matters are often drawn into a great Length, and are 
of more Weight than ufual in other Affairs; upon 
which Mar faid, The more Attendances, the more 
Fees are to be given: Upon that Confideration, they 
thought it proper to give fifty Guineas, and he knew 
of no Intention to give more, and hoped he 4 
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fay, it was the Refolution of all the Gentlemen con- 
cern’d in the Undertaking, to rely on the Juftice of 
their a ertgery and his Majefty's Royal Favour. 
Being afk’d, Whether he had any Intention to give 
more, if there was a Report in their Favour? He de- 
card, That he never had fuch an Intention, but 
thought it good Hufbandry to give all at once; and 
declar’d, he never had any Converfation with Mr. 
Attorney General, in any private Affair; but as 2 
Director of the South Sea Company, had feen him in 
a publick Matter; and had no Correfpendence with 
him, upon or after leaving the Fee, ’till a publick At- 
tendance: That upon the Attendance, on his Petiti- 
on, Mr. Attorney faid he would hear them as often 
as they pleas’d, but defir’d them to put down their 
Reafons in Writing, in the Form of a Certificate, 
that he might not miftake: And he declar’d, That he 
did not know, or believe, Mr. Attorney had one 
Farthing more, or any Stock, or any Thing elfe. And 
being examin’d as to a Sum of 18000/. fuppos'd to 
be lodg’d in his Hands for fome Purpofe ; he faid, 
that he accounted himfelf happy to be before the 
Committee on this Occafion, for it concern’d his Re- 
erg to give a true Account of that Affair, and 
aid, That there is fuch a Sum mention’d in his Ac- 
count, and that the true State of that Affair is thus : 
When the 1 per Cent, was order’d to be call’d in, the 
Gentlemen concern’d, defir'd it might be put upon 
fome Improvement, and nothing of it Jie dead; and 
the Board thinking it a proper Way to put it out upon 
South Sea Bonds, and to permit the Treafurer of that 
Company to keep it, in Truft for the Society; he ac- 
cordingly — that r8000/, to the Treafurer of the 
South Sea Company, who gave him a Note for it, 
which Note he has now in his Pocket, accountable 
to the Managers, or the major Part of them, for the 
Ufe of the Society ; it was never otherwife intended, 
and it isto be found in the Witnefs’s Name; it was 
invefted in South Sea Bonds the 26th of Fanuary laft,and 
it remains in the Treafurer of that Company s Hands, 
for the Ufe of their Society; and declar’d, That he 
knew of no Intention that Mr. Attorney General 
was ever to receive one Farthing of it; and that the 
Witnefs had accounted for it, and how it is difpos’d 
for the Ufe of the Society. 
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Sit John Williams was call’d to give at Account of 4 
Power to difpofe of Money depofited in the Affair of 
Infurance, that.goes in the Lord Onflow’s Name ; and 
being examin’d, faid, That he finds by their Minute- 
Book, that ata Court held the 6th Day of Fanuary 
laft, when he was.not there, he having defir’d an Or- 
der for roo or z00/. they had order'd 10007. which he 
took amifs, and told them, that 100 0r 200/, would 
do, ‘till the Charter came to pafs: That he intended it 
for paying Solicitors Bills, which he muft do; he had 
advanc’d them Money for their going on, and believes 
their Bill may.come to goo/. That all this Money re- 
mains in kis Hands, but about fifty Guineas, and be- 
fides this, he receiv’d twenty Guineas before that: He 
heliev'd that he order'd Mr. Billingfley, the Solicitor, 
to carry the order of Reference to the Attorney Ge- 
neral, but could not be pofitive: That he went there 
afterwards, and gave Mr. Attorney twenty Guineas, 
and not a Farthing more was given, upon that Peti- 
tion; but there came two Petitions hetween the rsth 
and 23d of December, and with that Keferénce he 

ave thirty Guineas, and declar’d, that Mr. Attorney 
Be never had from him, nor from any other 
Man, to his Knowledge, more than fifty Guineas. 
That the Bufinefs lying heavy upon him, he order’d 
Mr. Huntman to attend Mr. Attorney ; but Billing/ley 
thad no Bufinefs to go there, he could not give one 
Farthing, nor wasit in any Body’s Power to do it, 
but the Committee _muft be acquainted with it. Be- 
ing afk'd as to any Intention he might have to give 
farther Fees, if the Report fhould be in their Favour, 
he faid, Confidering the Quality of the Perfon, he 
thould have thought it reafonable, but he did not do 
it: As to the Report, they could never get any 
Knowledge of it; for Mr. Attorney General had de- 
clar’d, That no Man living ihould fee it, “till twas 
given into the King’s own Hands. That Billingflg is

Being examin’d touching what was doiie upon the 
Reference of the Petition from the Mine and Jattery 
Company, and the Counter-Petition thereto, refer’ 
to the prefent Attorney General, he faia; That the 
Counfel, in pleading before the Attorney General, 
took Notice of a Miftake in the Petition, by occafi- 
on of which it did not come properly before Mr. At- 
torney; and Counfel advis’d them to withdraw hat 
Petition and prefer another, and that occafion’d the 
fecond Reterence. That there had been feven Attés- 
dances on thefe two References, one the 12th ‘et 
November, one the 17th, (but that was put off) and- 
ther the 20th, another the z5th, another the ath @f 
December, another the rith, and the Hit the 234.

fair of York Salling’ ) fard, That he believ’d Mr. 2i- 


lingfley carry’d the Order of Reterence, but declar’a, 
that he.did not know of any one Fee that was ae 
upon Occafion of that Bufinefs; That he never {poke 
to Mr. Attorney in his Life, but upon a Cafe in relg- 
tion toa Matter in Trade, which now lies before 
him, and never attended him upon any other Occa- 
fion.

Being afk’d, Whe- 
ther there was any Attendance upon the late Attorney 
or Solicitor, between the 6th of March and the roth, 
1717? he anfwer’d, He could not be particular, as to 
the laft Time of attending either of them, but be- 
liev'd it was upon the 7th, 8th, or oth of March, 
1717: That he gave Billing/ley no Authority to fign 
the Letter he fenr ; and that the Solicitor never ihew’d 
any Refentment to him ‘till the Night before-menti- 
on’d. Being afk’d, Whether Mr. Solicitor General 
confin’d his Expreffion to this, that he would do 
them Juftice if they came to him? he anfwer’d, That

The Affairs of Religion in the Palatinate and other 
Parts of the Empire: Continu'd from the laft Regifter, 
Page 68. 


HE King of Prufia having, by Way of Repri- 
T fal for the Elector Palatine’s Seizing the Church 
of the Holy Ghoft at Heidelberg, order'd the Convent of 
St. Pancras, at Hamerfieben in the Principality of Hal- 
berfiat, to be thut up; the Emperor thought fit to in- 
terpofe in Behalf of the Papifts, and writ the fol- 
lowing Letter to his Prufian Maijefty, exhorting him 
to reftore that Convent to the Romanif. 


W* Charles Vi. &§c. To the moft Serene, moft 
y Potent Prince and Lord, Frederick-William, 
King of Prufia, &c. We cannot help acquainting 
your Serenity as Prince of Halberftar, that the Convent 
of St. Pancras at Hamerfleben have laid before us their 
Complaints, that purfuant to the Regifter of Protocol 
they produc’d, Intimation had been made to their 

ub-prior, by your Serenity’s Privy Counfellor de 
Hamrath, Prefident at Halberflat, that whereas it ap- 
pear'd, thet the Elector Palatine’s Serenity was not 
inclin’d to put a Stop to the Innovations hitherto un- 
dertaken againift his Subjects of the Evangelical Com- 
munion, you, and the King of England, together 
with the Landgrave of Heffe Caffel, as alfo the whole 
Proteftant Body, had refolv'd to appofe all Manner 
of proper Expedients, and that therefore your Sere- 
nity was refolv'd, in Cafe the Palatine Court perfifted 
in their prefent Proceedings, and did not before the 
End of the Month of November now paft, reftore all 
Things to their former Condition, their Convents 
fhall be entirely thut up, the Religious turn’d out, and 
the Revenues fequefter'd ; for which Reafon the 
Convent fhould, by an exprefs and {peedy Deputation 
to the Elector Palatine, prevail with him to take ano- 
ther Refolution, comformably to the Conftitutions of 
the Empire, or otherwife that they were to expect that 
oe abovefaid Refolution would be put in 

xecution: And the Petitioners of the faid Convent 


implor’d our effectual Imperial Afliftance in thefe their 
pacer ase $= ‘  prefling 
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prefling Occafions. Now therefore, as we cannot find, 
the Circumftances being fuch, how your Serenity could 
be prevail’d upon, to take fo hard a Refolution againft 
that Convent, which had committed nothing in this 
Cafe, and, particularly, confidering that fuch Reprifals 
are feverely prohibited by all the wholefome Laws and 
Conftitutions of the Empire; and that it would be 
Seegeny to our fupreme judicial Authority, if it 
fhould be permitted, upon the arifing of Dilierencei 
between Electors, Princes, or States, to leave us the 
fupreme Head of the Empire, and to fall on and ex- 
ercife unlawful Violences, particularly againft Eccle- 
fiafticks, who have not the leaft Part in thofe Diffe- 
rences, and againft their Revenues, or even to threaten 
them therewith: And as we fhall never be wanting, 
in Cafe Application be made, as it ought, to us, moft 
{peedily to make Provifion conformably to the Con- 
ftitutions ef the Empire; we have thought proper, 
purfuant to the fupreme Imperial Office incumbent 
apon us, and as fupremus Advocatus Ecclefiarum (fu- 
reme Patron of the Churches) hereby, out of our 
mperial and paternal Care, to exhort your Serenity, 
as Prince of Halberftat, by no Means to execute thofé 
Violences you have threaten’d the Petitioners with, 
which are unlawful in themfelves; but in Cafe the 
fame fhould unexpectedly have been put in Execution, 
before the Arrival of thefe Prefents, forthwith to re-

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Upon the Receipt of this the King of Prufia writ 
the following Letter to M. Burchardi,his then Refident 
at the Court of Vienna. 


Rederick-William, King of Prufia, &c. We have, 

a few Days ago, receivd from his Imperial Ma- 
jefty the Letter, of which a Copy is here inclos’d, re- 
ting to our fequeftring, already fome time fince, the 
Convent of Hamerfleben, in the Principality of Ha/- 
berfiat. You are to reprefent to fuch of the Imperial 
Minifters, to whofe Province this Affair belongs, that 
the faid Convent is already aftually thut up, and that 
the Revenues belonging to it were fequeftered, before 
the Letter was deliver’d to us: That what we order’d 
about this Affair, was not done only of our own 
Head, but in Concert with his Majefty the King of 
Great Britain, the Landgrave of Heffe Cael, and the 
principal Proteftant States of the Empire, which were 
all of the fame Opinion with us; feeing the Elector 
Palatine had taken, by open Force, contrary to the 
lain Letter of the Treaty of We/!phalia, trom his 
roteftant Subjects in the Palatinate, their Churches 
and Revenues, and other Liberties belonging to 
them; and that notwithftanding all the prefling Re- 
refentations that were made to him, he would never, 
in the leaft, give them Redrefs ; that, confequently,we, 
and the other Proteftant States of the Empire, could 
not be blam’d, if we made ufe, againft our Subjects 
rotefling the Roman Catholick Religion, of the fame 
rinciples, which the Elector Palatine thinks lawful, 
and permitted to be put in Praétice in his own Domi- 
nions againft his Proteftant Subjects. But we hereby 
declare, That we do not intend to introduce in our 
Dominions any Innovations in Prejudice of the Ro- 
nan Catholick Religion, like what the Eleétor Pala- 
tine appears inclin’d to, or, in the leaft, to abridge 
them of any Advantages to which they are entitled 
by the Treaty of Weipbalia s but rather are willing to 
maintain them in the Enjoyment thereof for ever, for 
the future, as we have hitherto done, and that we will 
redrefs and reftore all Things upon the former Foot, 
with relation to the. Convent of Hamerfleben, and the 
Cathedral of Minden, as foon as the Church of the 
Holy Ghoft, at Heidelberg, ihall be reftor’d to the Re- 
form’d, the Grievance about the Catechifm redrefs’d, 
and other Innovations remoy'd, which were made _ 
the 
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the Palatinate, contrary to the exprefs Tenor of the 
Treaty of Wefipbalia, hat, in the mean time, his 
Imperial Majefty will be pleas’d to permit us to com- 
municate his faid Letter, as concerning not only us, 
but the whole Proteftant Body, to his Britannick Ma- 
jefty, and the other Proteftant States, after which we 
will farther explain our felves in fuch a Manner, as to 
fatisty his Imperial Majefty of our Equity and Defire 
of contributing, all that in us lies, towards the pub- 
Jick Tranquillity: But whereas, in fuch Cafes, it isa 
fianding Rule, that the Perfons violently turn’d out 
of their Poffeffions, ought, before all Things, to be 
reftor’d to their former Condition ; and that it is no- 
torious, that the Proteftants, in the Palatinate, fuffer'd 
Violence, and were difpoffefsd of their Properties, 
in the Affair of the Church at Heidelberg, and the 
taking from them their Catechifm, it was hoped his 
Ymperial Majefty, as a juft Prince, would fee them 
reftor’d without Delay, and, to this End, iffue fpeedy, 
proper, and effectual Orders, which will be the fureft 
and beft Way tor a fpeedy Accommodation of this 
Affair, &'c. :

The King of Prufia return’d foon after a very parti- 
cular Anfwer to the Emperor’s Letter as follows. 


Have receiv’d your Majefty’s Letter, dated at 7 
enna the 5th of December, which your Majefty has 
thought fit to fend tome, concerning my Refolution 
taken as to the Convent at Hamerfleben, ‘till the un- 
juftifiable Proceedings of the Elector Palatine againft 
the Proteftants be redrefs’d: I fee by it, that it has 
been reprefented to your Imperial Majeity, 1. That 
the faid Convent have not, in the leaft, concern’ 
themfelves in that Affair. 2. That fuch Reprifals are 
feverely prohibited by all the Laws and Conftitutions 
of the Empire. 3. And are therefore unlawful Vio- 
Jences. g. That your Imperial Majefty, as fupreme 
Head, has been neglected. 5. That confequently this 
is derogatory to your Office of fupreme Judge. 6. To 
which your Imperial Majefty adds, That you will ne- 
ver be wanting, in Cafe fuch and other Complaints 
be laid before you, to iflue fpeedy Orders, conférma- 
bly to the Conftitutions of the Empire. 7. Your 
Majefty afterwards, purfuant to your Office as Empe- 
sor awd fupreme Patron of the Churches, exhorts ned 
a nol 
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not to put that Refolution in Execution, or to annul 
it, and to redrefs the Complaints of the Petitioners 
of the faid Convent, according to the Treaty of 
Weftphalia. 8. And, as to the main Caufe, to carry 
it on by regular Ways pointed out in the Statutes of 
the Empire. ¢. Affuring, that in this Cafe, your Ma- 
jefty will farther interpofe your Imperial Authority. 
as has already been done in that Affair; fo that 1, and 
all who are of the fame Communion with me, thal} 
have no Occafion of making the leaft Complaint. 
Your Majefty’s Affurance contain’d in Ne 6 and 9, 
muft needs afford me, and all Protefiants, particular 
fo and Comfort ; and your Majefty may alfo be _per- 
Aly fatisfy'd, that no os makes the leaft Doubt of 





your Majefty’s Loye of Juftice; but, for this Reafon, 
it cannot but grieve me, and all Protefiants, to the 
Heart, that, notwithftanding this, the Roman Clergy, 
the Authers of all the Oppreflions the Proteftants 
labour under, knew how to find Means, ever fince 
the Peace of Weftphalia, to this very Hour, for above 
qo Years together, to clude thefe juft Imperial Inten- 
tions 


But the Faét is notorious and inconteftable, that 
during all that Time the Proteftants have laid innu- 
merable Grievances, partly before the Emperors them- 
felves for the Time rcigning, partly before the fupreme 
Courts of Judicature in the Empire; but that they 
never, for what I know, obtain’ juft and equitable 
Reliet in any one. And alfo in this prefent Affair 
againit the Electors, of Mentz and Palatine, they have 
heard, not without Grief, that, upon the smple Re- 
prefentations deliver’d by the Proteftant Body on the 
13th of Ofober lait, to your Majefty’s principal Com- 
miffary at the Diet, all that enfu'd was, your Majelty’s 
barely requiring a Report, which, however, as alto- 
gether infufficient, and not agreeable to the Contiti- 
tutions of the Empire in fuch Cafes, as the Pro- 
teftant Body have plainly made out in another Ke- 
prefentation to your Majefty’s principal Commiflary ; 
whereas, on the other Hand, at the Requeft of the 
Convent at Hamerflechen, immediately and directly de- 
hortatory Letters to me were granted them: Which 
remarkable Difparity is anew and melancholy Proof 
to the Proteftants, that their implacable Enemies 
know how to conceal from you, in the plaineft Caless 

" 
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the true Circumftances, and to fuppofe falfe on 
confequently to prepoffefs your Majefty’s moft equita- 
ble Mind againft them. 

Such unjuft Suppofitiohs are they among others, to 
fay your Majefty was neglected in this Affair, and 
your fupreme judicial Authority offended. The firf 
is contradicted by plain Fact ; for as it is alreddy men- 
tion’d, the Proteftants have had Recourfé in all their 
Oppreffions, particularly in thofe of late in the Pala- 
tinate, firft of all to your Imperial Majefty, and im- 
plor'd your Help ; though it is enaéted in plain Terms 
in the Treaty of Wehpbalia, and other Fundamental 
Laws, that in Cafes where the Queftion is about put- 
ting in Execution that Treaty, and the reftoring of 
former Poffeffions, the complaining Party {hall forth- 
with apply to the Directors of the Circle; or, in.cafe 
the latter fail in their Duty, to all or any one of the 
Parties concern’d in that Treaty, or even by theit 
own Means, and with the Affiftance of Imperial, Swe- 
diih, or other Arms, that is to fay, by arm’d Force, to 
repoffefs themfelves; which military, but lawful Exe- 
cution, fhall, by no Means, be accounted a Contraven- 
tion againft this Treaty ; but rather the Party come 
plain’d againft, if he offers Refiftance, thall be oblig’d 
to —_ good all the Damage and Expences that may 
arife. 

By this it alfo appears, how ill grounded the other 
Suppofition is, viz. That fuch Executions are dero- 
gatory to your Imperial Majefty’s fupreme judicial Au- 
thority: For how can it be faid, that the putting in 
Execution againft the Offenders thofe Laws which are 
made with the Concurrence of, and inforc’d by the 
faid Authority, are derogatory to the fame? Whereas 
this is the only Thing that ought to be done in fuch 
Cafes of Reftitution; inafmuch as there is no Diffe- 
rence in Point of Law, nor is a judicial Determinati- 
on what is demanded, but folely Execution in Point 
of Poffeflion; and in Cafe there is ftill fome Inquiry 
to be made about it, this, according to the faid Con- 
ftitutions of the Empire, ought to be done by, the 
Executors upon the Spot, and immediate Executioa 
made accordingly. ; 

Had your Imperial Majefty therefore, upon the Com 
plaints of the Proteftant Body, fpeedily iffu'd Orders 
agreeably to the Conftitutions of the Empire, nothing 
would have been more acceptable to the Proeeians 
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and J fhould never haye had the Thought of under- 
taking any Thing againft the Convent,at Hamer/leben, 
or any where elfe, in my Dominions, that might be 
troublefome to the Roman Catholicks, But whereas 
the Romifg Clergy have already found Means to divert 
our Majefty from the right Way, pointed out by the 
onftitutions of the Empire; and as they, are linked 
together by a common Intereft, and partake of the 
Benefit,accruing to them from the Oppreffion of the 
Proteftants, they will make no Difficulty falfely to tell 
your Majeity. that the Convent at Hamer/leben have 
committed nothing at all. Though «the Conventuals 
may not be properlysand direétly concern’d in the 
Counfels of the Eledtors, Palatine and Afentz, (a 
Thing I will not enter upon now_to difcufs) yet they 
are Part of that Body, which, after: an synjuftifiable 
Manner, in open Detance of the Laws, of the Em- 
pire, a gee the Proteflants by their wicked Advices, 
(by which Princes are fo often mifled ) and gain Ad- 
vantages by it: Confequently every Member thares of 
the Guilt of the reft, the rather, becaufe their Eccle- 
fiaftical Head approves and juftifies thefe perfidious 
Counfels; if ‘he does not even fpur them on to it, at 
leaft he does not reftrain them, as he might eafily do; 
and fo the Conventuals at Hamerfleben, or others, if, 
by the Nature of their Hierarchy, they fuffer any 
Thing on the Score of their Fraternity’s Mifbehaviour, 
they ought but to complain againft thofe their Bre- 
thren, and even againft their faid Chief himfelf- 

And therefore al] talls to the Ground that they have 
fuggefted to your Imperial Majefty, as if the Proceed- 
ings againft them were unjuft Violences, and Keprifals 
ew by all the Laws and Conftitutions of the 

mpire. For it appears, by what has been faid above, 
that what I have done, with relation to the faid Con- 
vent, is very improperly call’d Reprifals; whereas it is 
nothing elfe but a Retortion of a pretended Righr, 
and is permitted; by all Natural, Divine, Civil, and 
Canon Law, and therefore does the lefs deferve the 
Name of an unjuft Violence, as it is a manifeft Proof 
of the great Moderation of the Proteftants, who having 
an undeniable Right, by the Treaty of We/fphalia, to 
do themfelves Juftice by armed Force, yet make Ufe 
of the moft gentle Methods, which are the leaft able 
to raife Difturbances, and endeavour to bring the Ag- 
greffors to Reafon by a Eipecstion, which others; be- 

fore 
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fore me, have made Uie of; and which, as your Ma- 
jefty knows by the Capitulation made at your Coro- 
nation, obtains in Cafes of much lefs Confequence, 
and can, in this Cafe, have the lefs Injuffice in it, 
becaufe it ‘leaves to the Clergy an entire Liberty to 
reftore Things to their former Cendition, and peacea- 
bly to enjoy their own, provided, only, they will 
give over their treacherous and perfidious Projets, 
and give more confcientious Advices to the Eleétors, 
Palatine and of Mentz, and induce them to let the 
Proteftants enjoy what the Treaty of Wefphalia enti- 
tlesthem to. And even fuppos’d the Clergy thould 
retend, that it lies not in their Power to move the 
Eleator Palatine to other Refolutions, (which, how- 
ever, their own Confcience will contradi&) yet your 
Imperial Majefty has Right and Power enough to 
“oblige them, freedily, and with Authority, to obferve 
the Treaty of We(tphalia ; by which means all Roman 
Catholicks, in my Dominions, will be reftor'd to 
perte& Tranquillity, and the undifturb’d Enjoyment 
8 all their Liberties, according to the Treaty of Wef- 
halia 
I cannot think your Majefty will defire, as long as 
the Conftitutions of the Empire, infring’d in the 
moft unjuftifiable Manner, are not put in Execution 
in Favour of the Proteftants, that I ihall recede from 
my juft Retortion, and that the afflicted Proteftant 
opprefs’d contrary to the plain Tenor of the Treaty o 
Wefphalia, and other fundamental Laws, be thus 
turn’d off to Law Suits, to be kept at a Bay to no 
Purpofe, and, at ——_, brought to utter Ruin. 
hat is alledg’d by the Elector Palatine, to prove 
that the State of the Proteftants in the Palatinate was 
not fix’d by the Treaty of Weftphalia, but that rather 
the Elector obtain’d by it an unlimited Power of Re- 
forming ; all this has no more Ground, than what has 
been alledg’d on that Side on too many Occafions al- 
ready. It is refuted, at large, in the laft Reprefenta- 
tions deliver’d by the Proteftant Rody to your Ma- 
jefty’s Principal Commiffary at Rarifbon, and is fo evi- 
dently a wrefted Interpretation of the fundamental 
Laws of the Empire, that it cannot be read without 
Indignation; for, at this Rate, there can be no Cer- 
tainty in any Treaty in the World. The exprefs 
Words of the 3dand gth Articles of the faid Treaty, 
€Fc. and the 3d and 6th Points of the —— 
made 
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made for executing that Treaty, €c. are fo plain in 
determining the Point in Queftion, that if the Mean- 
ing of fuch Statutes can be call’d dark, and be re- 
ferr'd toa farther Determination at the Diet of the 
Empire, — unprejudic’d Perfon muft own, that 
there is no Jonger any Room tor Truth and Faith 
that all Treaties are in vain, that nothing can be faid 
intelligibly, and that there is no more Safery in So- 
ciety? To which pernicious Maxims of the Homi 
Cler y, which muft baniih all Peace from the Face of 
the Earth, your Majefty’s known Love of Juttice will 
not permit you to give Place, but you will rather curb 
them by virtue of your Imperial Authority; and I 
hope your Majefty will fpeedily oblige the Elector Pa- 
laine, and all Difturbers of the publick Peace, by 
the Means pointed out in the Treaty of We/fphatia, 
to behave according to the Regulations made therein. 
The Proteftants cannot be perfwaded, that the Kighe 
of Patronage of the Romifs Church (with which, be- 
fides, they do not concern themfelves) will be of more 
account with your Imperial Majefty, than the main- 
taining of the fundamental Laws of the Empire, and 
the equal Adminiftration of Juftice purfuant thereto, 
nor that it will be fo far extended, as to make your 
Majefty efpoufe and fupport the Party of the Romi 
Clergy, in which Senfe, the Right of Patronage can- 
not fubfift with the Office of fupreme Judge. ‘There- 
fore 1, and all the Protefiants, are in Hopes, and 
once mote inftantly defire it of your Majefty, you 
will now, without any farther Delay, proceed againft 
the Eleftor Palatine, and other Offenders, fo as the 
Treaty ot Weftpbalia, and other fundamental Laws, 
do dire&t. All the Roman Catholicks, in my Domini- 
ons, thal] thereby enjoy the ful] Bencfirs of the faid 
Treaty, and all Seeds of Difcord in the Empire will 
thereby be ftifled.

Meanwhile the Elector Palatine, feeing that the 
Proteftane Powers concern’d themfelves fo warmly in 
this Affair, thought it moft advifeable to endeavour 
to make all Things eafy ; and to that End came to the 
following Refolution, which was deliver’d in to the 
Minifters of the Proteftant Princes at Heidelberg. 


Tez HiS 
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IS Ele&oral Highnefs has been duly inform’d 
of what has been reprefented to him by the Mi- 
nifters of the high Powers, which intercede in Be- 
half of his Ketorm’d Subjeéts in the Electorate, and 
particularly what Mr. Fames Haldane, the King of Great 
Britain's Minifter, reprefented both by Word. of 
Mouth and in Writing on the 13th Inftant, and 
again, after his Electoral Highnefs’s Kefolution in 
riting, dated the 8th Inftant, had been deliver'd to 
him. His Eleétoral Highnefs therefore, to give a far- 
ther Proof of the great Regard he has for that high 
and powerful Interpofition, and the repeated earneft 
Inftances made by the faid Minifters, is willing to 
ermit, that his faid Keform’d Subjects retake Poffef- 
jon of the Moiety of the Church of the Holy Ghof 
here. As to what relates to the Reform’d Catechifm, 
which was order’d to be in fome Meafure fupprefs’d, 
feeing the Reform’d would not admit of a Modifica- 
tion of the opprobrious Expreflions and Condemnation 
contain’d init, and it Poe teeing that the Com- 
plaint thereof has been laid before his Imperial Ma- 
jefty, by Means of the principal Commiffary refiding 
at the Diet of the Empire, his Electoral Highnefs is 
refolv’d to wait fora Refolution according to the Con- 
ftitutions of the Empire, and duly to conform to ir; 
as for the reft, it never was, nor is it now, his E- 
JeStoral Highnefs’s Intention to fuffer his faid Sub- 
jets to be griev’d in the leaft, contrary tothe Treaty 
of Weflphalia, and the enfuing Treaties, on which the 
Declaration, iffu’d in 1705, is grounded ; and there- 
fore his Ele‘torai Highnefs has farther gracioufly re- 
folv’d and given Orders, That the Grievances deliver'd 
by the Reform’d Confiftory, be impartially examin’d 
by a particular Commiflion, confifting of an equal 
Number of Counfellors of both Religions, and pro- 
vifionally redrefs’d upon the Foot of the abovefaid 
Declaration, till other Provifion be made on the Part 
of his Imperial Majefly and the Empire, purfuant 
to its Conftitutions, which Committee are forthwith 
to begin with the Grievances which may have hap- 
pen’d during his Eleétoral Highne{s's Government, 
and to go on ‘till thofe and all other religious Grier 
ces be redrefs’d. 


His EleStoral Highnefs has judg’d proper to fatisfy 
alfo the high Principals of the faid Minifters, by 
, tranfmicting 
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tranfmitting to. them his Anfwer hereby deliver'd to 
each of them, and, .at the fame Time, to iffue his 
Regency here, an Order, of which a Copy is hereby 
join'd, acquainted the faid Minifters, that this is his 
final Refolution: To conclude, he affures them of his 
Favour of all good Will: Witnefs the Seal of. his 
Privy Council fet to thefe Prefents. 
Heidelberg, Feb, 29, 1720. (L.S.) 


The fame Day. the Eleétor iffued an Order, requir- 
ing the Regency of Heidelberg to put this his Refolution 
in Execution ; and appointed a particular Commiffion, 
confifting of two Commiffaries of the Romi/o Religion, 
and two of the Reform’d, to examine into the Grie- 
vances that had been or fhould be, deliver’d in by the 
reform’d Confiftory, in order to redrefg them, accord- 
ing to the Declaration of the Eleétor his Predeceffor 
in the Year 1705, till other Provifion fhould be made 
on the Part of the Emperor and the Empire, purfuant 
to the Conftitutions.thereof. The Reform’d took Pof- 
feffion of the Nave of the Church of the Holy Gheft 
on the roth of 4pri/, and that Day perform’d Divine 
Service there, 

But thefe Advances mzde by the Elector Palatine, 
did not fatisfy the Proteftant Princes, who had con- 
cern’d themfelyes in this Affair, efpecially in Relation 
to the Catechifm of Heidelberg ; as appears by the An- 
fwer which the States General return’d to the Letter 
written to them by the Elector, when he tranfinitted 
to them his above Refolution: ‘Whith Anfwer was 
deliver’d to that Pritice March 17, by the Baron Spina, 
and contain’d in Subftance as follaws. 








; HA T their High Mightineffes have feen, with a 
great deal of Satistaction, in the Letter aforefaid, the 
Attention and Regard his Electoral Highnefs has for 
their Interceflion to procure the redreffing of the Grie- 
vances of his Proteitant Subjects, and preferve unto 
them the Liberties and Privileges they have enjoy’d 
and poffefs’d for folonga Time: That the Relation 
they have with the jaid Protefiants of the Palatinate, 
as haying the fame Confeffion of Faith, has been the 
true Motive of their Interceffion, in which they have 
no-other View than to preferve the common Tranquil- 
lity,,and prevent the difmal Confequences that may 
proceed from thofe Grievances, unlefs his EleStoral 
Highnels, 
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Highnefs, by his Wifdom, Moderation and Equity: 
put a Stop to the fame, feeing all |'roteftants cannot 
take thofe Grievances and hard Dfage of their Brethen 
in the Palatinate and other Parts, but as a Prefage of 
what they are to expeét themfelves, if thefe Proceed- 
ings are not ftopt in their Beginning : That their High 
Mightineffes thank his Electoral Highnefs for having 
begun the redrefling of their Grievances, with the Re- 
Ritution of the Church of the Holy Ghoft; but that 
they wifh he would have taken a more fatistactory 
Refolution, which would not have a little contributed 
to the Prefervation of the common Tranquility, in 
Relation to the other Grievances of the Proteftants, 
and chiefly, in refpe& to the Catechifm of Heidel- 
berg, and that the fame, which has been taken from 
them in a violent Manner, had been reftor'd to them, 
and that they {hould be allow'd the free Ufe of a Book, 
which they have us’d above three hundred Years, with- 
eut any Trouble or Oppofition, as containing the Prin- 
ciples of their Confeffion of Faith, of which they 
believe to be accountable to God alone: They defire 
his Electoral Highnefs to weigh and confider, that as 
to the Articles of the Contefilon of Faith, and namely 
thofe in which the Proteftants differ from the Roman 
Catholicks, the faid Proteftants can never fubmit to 
the Decifion of any Body whatfoever, and lefs ftill 
to that of thofe whofe Doétrine. and Sentiments are 
contrary to theirs, and that thetefore the referring of 
this Affair to the Decifion of the Emperor, for whom

believe, to the Intentions of his Eleétoral Highnefs : 
That as to the Demand of his Eletoral Highnefs, cha

That their High Mightinefles defire again his Electo- 
ral Highnefs to apply a fuitable Remedy thereto, and 


prevent the difmal Confequences that may otherwile 
snfue thereupon, &5’c. 


Mr. Haldanz, his Britannick Majcfty’s Minilter, like- 
wife dehver'd the following Memorial to his Eleeto- 
ral Highnefs on the fame Occafion.

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determin’d by his Imperial Majelty andthe Enufire. 
im he aa: muft be taken as his final Refolutin 

The King will be ready on all Occafions to acknow. 
ledge the repeated Affurances: of Friendthip and Re. 
yond which his Electdral Highniefs is pleasd to give: 
and it will be moft agreeable to his Maen. to find that 
any Step is made towards reftoting the Churches and 
Revenues to the Refotm’d, of which they have heeg 
depriv'd ; and to fee, the Affaits of Religion eftablith'a 
on fuch a Foot, ‘that all Fears arid Jealoufies on fo ten. 
der a Point, as theMaintenance of Religion, may en- 
tirely ceafe. 

‘But his Maje'ty does not fee that this Refolution 
of his Electoral Highnefs is fufficient to anfwer that 
End; and he is even perf{waded, that next to the feiz- 
ing of that Charch, nothing makes it appear more evj- 
dently a Defign of introducing an arbitrary Manage- 
ment, than this. Way of reftoring it; and that 
whole Refolution:has no other Tendency, but to effa- 
bliih an unlimited Power cf Reforming in Matters of 
Religion. It is not pretended, that his Electoral High. 
nefs fhould diveft himfelf of any. of his Rights in Fa- 
your of his Proteftant Subjects, or that he thould give 
up to them the leaft Tittle of what belongs to himfelf; 
but they havea Right to infift upon the Reftirution 
of what is their Property, and do not think it fuffici- 
ent to have no more than an Allowance to make Ufe 
of it. 

It has been often reprefented to his Electoral High- 
ne%, that itis not at the Difpofat of the Reform'd 
in the Palatinate; to make any Alteration in what is 
eontain’d in the Catechifm, and that they cannot be 
conitrain’d to do fo, nor difcharg’d the Ufe of it 
without a direct Infringement of the Treaties o 
Peace, particularly the 3d and 4th Articles of that of 
Aughourg. They have however offer’d fo reafonable an 
Explication of the Paffages in queftion, as leaves no 
Ground for treating them as f{candalous Imputations 
and perfonal Damnations; nor can they eafily com- 
prehend how. any one can look on them as fuch. Had 
there been no other Motive for difcharging the Cate- 
chifm, it would have been reftor’d before this Time; 
but a Step of that Nature would have derogated front 
the abfolute Right of Reforming, which they defign 
to introduce, and baulk’d the Defigns of thofe heer 
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have no other View but the Ruin of the Proteftant 
Religion. 

The Emperor allows the free Ufe of the Heidelberg 
Catechifm in his own Dominions, without affuming 
to himfelf a Power which he knows to be inconfiftent 
with the Laws of the Empire ; nor is it probable that 
he'll exercife an Authority over the Subjects of ano- 
ther Prince, which he does not pretend to over his 
own; fo that the King can look on the remitting 
of that Affair to the Emperor as nothing but an A- 
mufement. 

The King is fully perfwaded, that the Intentions 
of his Electoral Highnefs, with Regaid to his Sub- 
jects, have always been juft and equitable ; but a great 
many Things which he has obferv’d, during the 
Courfe of this Negociation, make him fee plainly 
that the Proteftants will never feel the good Fffects 
of them; and that chey can have no Hopes of Repofe 
until the Affairs of Religion be reftor’d on the Foct 
of the freaty of Weftphaliz. L's for that Reafon his 
oe cannot acquiefce in the Method propos'd fur 
redrefling the Grievances, nor be fatisfy’d with the 
Rule his Electoral Highnefs would lay down. 

A particular Convention cinnot invalidate a pub- 
lick Treary, unlefs it be made with the unanimous 
Confent of all concern’d ; that of 1495, is not of this 
Nature ; and as it is not a Contract with the Subjects, 
itcannot be founded on the Treaty of Wefphalia, 
fo that this Tranfaction could never hinder the Exe- 
cution of the Treaty, and without being ratity’d 
by the Emperor and the Diet, it cannot weaken the 
fundamental Laws of the Empire Jefides, his Pu/- 
fan Majefty, the only Proreftint Potentate who 
had any Hand in it, has declard himelf tree 
from his Engagements, and cin fufficiently julti- 
fy his doing fo. His HighnefS the blettor was of 
Opinion, a few Months ago, Thar he, himfelf, was 
not bound by his Convention, and there was no 
Point infifted on with more folid Keafons by the 
Gentlemen who were appointed Commiffaries to 
treat of this Affiir at the Beginning. Since that 
Time, nothing has happen’d that can render it more 
obligatory, and the Proteftant Powers will never 
give their Confent to make the Will of the Sove- 
reign the Law for the State of Religion in thefe 


Countries ; after this, it would be {uperfluous to 
U ihow 
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{how how difadvantageous this Convention is to the 
Proteftants, and that it is defe tive and infuflicient, 
as isevident from the great Number of Grievances 
prefented to his Electoral Highnefs, and the Occa- 
fion of Complaints that are given every Day. It fub- 
fits now no more; and his late P:ufiiam Majefty, of 
glorious Memory, went into it only to prevent the 
utter Ruin of the Proteftants in the Time of a War, 
when the Situation of Affairs made it dangerous to 
enter upon Debates that might occafion a fatal Breach 
among the Allies 

In thort, the King of Great Britain does not fee 
how this Refolution can be look’d on as final, except 
in fo far as his Electoral Highnefs declares therein, 
that he is fubje& to the Laws of the Empire, and 
wiil comply with the Emperor's Orders. His Majefty 
is not ignorant, that of Right the Emperor may be 
requir’d to execute the Laws of the Empire, and - he 
is well affurd, that_his Inftances for the entire Re- 
eftabliihment of the Proteftants, would not have been 
unfuccefsful, if he had apply’d himfelf to him at the 
Beginning : But the particular Regard which the 
King had for his Electoral Highnefs, engag’d him 
to reprefent firft to himfelt a Thing which he had 
fo near a Concern in, and to defire, as a Favour, that 
Juftice, which he could have procur’d by other Means, 
that would not have been fo agreeable to his Electo- 
ra] Highnefs. 

His Majefty thinks he has acquittedshimfelf, on 
this Occafion, of all the Duties of a true Friend, and 
atter having had fo much Parience under all the De- 
Jays he has met with, and the {mall Effect his In- 
ftances have had, he could not have imagin’d that 
his Electoral Highnefs would refer him to the Em- 
peror and Empire, with an Anfwer fo little fatif- 
tactory : But, at the fame Time, the King yet de- 
fires his Electoral Highnefs to confider, that what 
he demands is juft, and that he has the Support of Ke- 
ligion too much at Heart, not to ufe ai] the Means in 
his Power to maintain and defend it. And feeing 
the Proteitants can neither hope for Security nor Re- 
pofe in any Thing elfe but the exaé& Obfervation. of 
thefe Treaties, which are the Bafis and Foundation 
of their Liberties, his Majefty cannot but infift, that 
his Electoral Highnefs would order Reftitution to 
be made to his Subjects, of the Churches ani the 
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Revenues, whereof they were put in Pofleflion by 
the Execution of the Peace of Weftpbalia, and that 
he would allow them quietly to enjoy all the Rights 
and Privileges belonging to them by Virtue of the 
faid Treaty.

TS Contents of the Memorial of Mr. Haldane» 
f Minifter of the King of Great Britain, of the qth 
of this Month, concerning the Affairs of Religion 
in the Palatinate, have .been duly Jaid before his 
Electoral Highnefs, and thereupon it has been thought 
proper to give for an Anfwer to the faid Minilter ; 
That fince Recour‘e has been had to the Emperor, 
from whom his Electoral Highnefs has receivd a 
gracious Mandate, it follows, that it is not left to 
the Elector’s Diffofition to do any Thing in this 
Place, but what relates to the Execution of the faid 
Imperial Mandate ; therefore it is eafy to judge that 
all Applications already made here, or that thal] be 
made hereafter on that Subject, are and will be fu- 
perfluous, and of no Effect, and that Application 
mult be made to the Emperor, in cafe any 1hing far- 
ther is defir’d, befides what is contain’d in the faid 
Imperial Mandate, to which due Obedience {hall be 
paid at all Times, as has been already done. But 
that in all other Affairs, which may be reafonably 
defir’d of his Electoral Highnefs, and which are in 
any wife in his Power, he will always thew, as far 
as in him lies, that the good Offices of his Mayelty 
the King of Great Britain thall always be with him 
ot the greateft Weight and Value : That in the 
mean Time his Electoral Highnefs has been furpriz‘d, 
that che faid Minifter thould make Mention ¥n his 
Memorial of an Arbitrary Power and unlimited Right 
of Reforming in Matters of Religion, feeing his 
Electoral Highnefs does not remember that he ever 
declar’d, or that he ever had in his Mindto mike 
ufe, on his Parr, of any other Rights but fuch as are 
founded and eftablith’d upon Treaties of Peace, the 
Conftituticns of the Empire, and other lawful Con- 
ventions and Ingagements, and which belong to him 
by Virtue thereot. His Electoral Highneis hopes, 
that the faid Minifter wil! not hereafter trouble him 
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with more Reprefentations of this Nature. As to 

the reft, his Electoral Highnefs affures him of: his 

Favour on all Occafions, and has order d his Seal to 

be affix'd to this his laft and final Declaration.

The Minifters of the Proteftant Princes having ree 
ceiv’d this Anfwer, tranfimitted it to their refpettive 
Mafiers for new Inftructions; and, in the mean time, 
retir'd from Heidelherg ; Mr, Haldane and the Prufian 
Envoy, on Pretence of going to fee Strafburg. Landau, 
and other i laces; and M. Spina, the Durch Minifter, 
went to Frankfort. ' 


The Reftitution of the Church of the Holy GhoR 
was the Fffe&t of an Imperial Mandae, about the 
Affiirs of Religion, which the Cardinal of Sie Zeift, 
firft Commiffiry of the Emperor at the Diet of. Ratif- 
born, communicated to the faid Diet, (but not in the 
ufua] Form) on the r2th of April, having kept it to 
himfelf fome Time after he receiv’d it, torefeeing, as 
*twas believ'’d, that it would hot be acceptable to the 
Proteftants : That Mandate is very long; but the main 
Import of it is, That the Emperor was and is always 
ready and difpos’d to fecure to all the Enjoyment of 
their juft Rights, and will ever contribute thereto 
according to the Obligations of his Imperial Dignity, 
and the Conftitutions of the Empire: But that he 
underftands, with Grief, that the Deputies of the 
Confeffion of .tughurg, in the Diet, have advis‘d 
their refpeftive Matters to ufe Reprifals, as they term 
it, again{t the Roman Catholicks in their Dominions; 
by feizing their Churches and Monafteries; and that 
they had defir'd and prevaild on foreign Potentates 
to do the like: That the faid Evangelical Body, or 
fome of their Members, have accordingly attempted 
feveral Things relating thereto, and fet at nought 
feveral others, and declar'd them of no Effect, and 
even not worthy to be regarded; tho’, at: the fame 
Time, it was notity'd to them, that their Grievances 
in the Palatinate fhould be redrefs’d, particularly what 
they complain d of in relation to the Church of rhe 
Holy Ghof, and the Catechifm of Heidelberg: That 
according'y his Imperial Majefty had fent a Mandate 
to the Elector Palatine, dated March 9, requiring 
him to reflore that Church to his Proteftant Subjeds, 

and 
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and to treat them, in all other Things, according to 
the Treaties of Weftphalia: That his Imperial Maefty 
did not approve of what had been done by the Elector 
ot Mentz, and had writtento him on that Subject, 
wifhing that every Thing had remain’d in the fame 
Condition: But as to the qth Article of the Treaty 
ot Ryfwick, and the 3d ot the Treaty of Baden, his 
Imperial Majefty could not conceive nor imagine, how 
fart of the Members of the Empire could take upon 
them to declare a publick Convention to be in the 
whole, or in Part, juft or unjuft, or derogatory to 
former Refolutions of the Empire; and to difpenfe 
with the Obligations enjoin’d and itipulated by Trea- 
ties of Peace: That therefore, for the Redreffing of 
Grievances in Matters of Religion, the Emperor re- 
fers himfelf to the Refolution taken March 11, 1504, 
by the three Colleges of the Empire; that is to fay, 
to have all thofe Affairs examin'd, at large, by an ex- 
taordinary Deputation of thofe Colleges ; and defires 
that peaceable and prudent Minifters may be appointed 
for that Purpofe, and that their Refolutions may be 
tanfmitted to him, for his Ratification thereot, as 


foon as poffible, €5c. 


The Minifters of the Proteftant Princes met in 2 
Body to confider of this Imperial Decree, and finding 
themfelves charg’d therein to be, in fome Meafure, 
the Authors of thefe Differences, by having advis’d 
their refpective Mafters to make Reprifals on the &o- 
nam Catholicks, and confidering, befides, that there 
isno Precedent of the like Expreffions in Lecrees of 
this Nature, they refolvd to complain thereof, and 
to draw up a Remonftrance on that Subject, which 
they accordingly did, and deliver'd it to the Cardinal 
of Saxe Zexft, as frit Commiflary of the Emperor : 
The Cardinal having well: confider'd this Remon- 
france, fent it back to the Deputies with this Meflage, 
That the Emperor would be always ready to receive 
Reprefentarions and Kemonitrances from the States 
ot the Empire, provided they be drawn up in the 
bfual Styles “but that he thought they had not ob- 
lev'd,in this Repre'entation,the Rules of Decency and 
Refpe& due to the Emperor. This was fo great a Sur- 
nize to the Proteftanr Minifters, that they difpatch’d 

preff s to acquaint their refpective Matters with what 
ad happen’d, and to defire new Inftruions for theis 
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future Conduét in this Affair: Bur, in the mean 
Time, fignify’d to the Cardinal; That moft-of them 
having been Deputies in the Diet long before he ever 
appear'd in that Affembly, they were not to learn 
from him what Decency and Order was to be obferv'd 
in Affairs of that Nature. 


The Paffage in the Heidelberg Catechifm, which has 
chiefly occafiond all this Buft'ein the Empire, having 
been often mention’d, we think it neceffiry to infert 
it as follows. 


Queftion to What Difference is there between the 
Lord’s Supper, and the Mafs of the Papiitts ? 

Anfwer. The Lord's Supper is a Teftimony to us, that 
we have full Remiflion of all our Sins by the only 
Sacrifice of Jefus Chrift, which he himfeli has 
once fulfill’d upon the Crofs; and that we are in- 
corporated by the Holy Ghoft in Jefus Chrift, who, 
with his real Body, is now in Heaven, at the Right 
Hand of God the Father, and requires our Wor- 
fhip:’ But the Mafs of the Vapifis teaches That 
neither the Living nor the Dead obtain Remifhion 
of their Sins by the Death of Jefus Chrift, unlef 
he be offer up again daily for them by the Hands 
of the Priefts: It teaches alfo, What Tefis Chrift 


is corporeally under the Species of Bread and 
Wine, and, by confequence, ought to be ador'd 
there: So that the Ma/s w, at the Bottom, nothing 
lefs than blafpheming the only Sacrifice of Fefus Chri, 
and a curfed Idolatry. 


Thefe laft Words are chiefly excepted againft by the 
Papifis, the rather, for that they were not in the 
firft Editions of this Catechifm; concerning which 
the Eleétor Palatine publith’d a Mandate, dated the 
16th of May, importing in Subftance, That his Elesto- 
ral Highnefs never intended, nor intends, to hinder 
or difturb his Reform’d Subje&s in the Exercife of 
their Religion, and their Liberty of Confcience: 
That therefore his Electoral Highnefs grants them, 
again, the Ufe of their Catechifm, provided it be 
printed without the Arms of his Eleétoral Highnefs, 
and without making Mention cf any Privilege of 
Authority for printing the fame, and alfo without 
inferting therein the Aniwer tothe &cth oo" 
t 
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‘ill it be otherwife ordain’d by the Empire: Ordering 
befides, That the Mandate irfelf be printed with che 
faid Catechifin in all the Editions that ihall be made 
thereof; and concluding with an Exhortation to for= 
bear the Terms of Hereticks, Idolaters, and other op- 
robrious Language, according to the Tenor of the 
Sanaa! Decree, cf the :*th of July 1718, whereby 
itis order’d, That fuch as {hil prefume to ac contrary 
thereto, fhall be puniihd according to the Laws of 
the Empire, &5’c. 
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HE King of Spain's Acceffion to the Quadruple 
T Alliance, (of which Notice was taken in the laft 
Regifter, Page 82.) was foon follow'd by a Conclufion 
of a Peace in Sicily; for the Evacuation whereof by 
the Spaniards, as alfo of the Kingdom of Sardinia, Sir 
George Byng, on the Part of his Britannick Maijetty, 
Count Mercy, on the Part of the Emperor, and the 
Marquefs de Lede, on the Part of his Catholick Ma- 
jefty, fign’d the following Conventions. 





Convention for a Sufpenfion of Arms, and for the Evacu- 
ation of Sicily. 


Y Virtue of the full Powers, which we the Ge- 

neralsy commanding in Chief the Armies mak- 
ing War in Sicily both by Sea and Land, have re- 
ceiv’d from our Sovereigns, to treat of a Sulpeifion 
of Arms, and of the Evacuation of che Kingdoins 
of Sicily and Sardinia, we have (after teveral Confte 
rences) agreed upon the following Articles. 

I. There fhall be a Su‘penfion of Arms and of all 
A&s of Hoftility between the Armies, Troops, Fleers, 
Squadrons, and Ships of the Powers engaged in the 
prefent War, untill the entire Evacuation of che 
Kingdoms of Sicily and Sardinet, and the Return to 
Spain of the Spanifp Yroops which are in both the 
faid Kingdoms, and between their Garvifons and 
Forces by Land and Sea, or on other Waters, within 
the Mediterranean or neighbouring Coafts; fo that in 
Cafe ic thali happen, by any unlorefeen Accident, 
that during the faid Suipenfion, any of the Parties 
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shal} act contrary to it, by taking any Place, either by 
Attack, Surprize, or intelligence, within the Limits 
exprefs’d in this Treaty, or by taking Prifoners, or 
committing other Aés of Holtility, fuch Contravens 
tion hall be made good by the Party faithfully, with 
out Delay or Difficulty, by reftoring, without any Em. 
bezilment, what thall have been fo taken, and by 
fetting at Liberty the Prifoners withour Ranfom or 
other Expences: And to prevent all Occafions of Com- 
plaint about Ships, Merchandize, and other Effetts, 
that might be taken at Sea, it is mutually agreed 
That fuch Ships, Merchandizes, and Effeéts, as thal 
be taken in the Mediterranean or in the Levant Sea, 
from Cape St. Vincent towards or in the Mediterranean, 
after the Date of the Signing of the Sufpenfion of 
Arms, thall be reftor'd, on both Sides, without any 
Exception. 

Il. The Spanifh Troops thall evacuate Palermo five 
Days after the Signing of this Convention, and _thall 
deliver up Cafelamare, the Mole, and al] the Fort, 
with the Artillery and Ammunition they found there, 
which are yet in Being; and their Army fhall,the Day 
before, march in a regular Manner to Termini, and to 
the following Villages, Baucina, Bentemiglia, Giminna, 
Monte Major, Ciltabutoro, Petralia, Vicary, Policy, la 
Rochella, Rochapalamo and Cacamo, all fituate in the 
Neighbourhood of Termini; and as the faid Troops 
ihall embark, the remoteft of thefe Villages ihall be 
evacuated, and the moft rigorous Orders thall be given 
to prevent the cutting down Fruit-Trees or Corn, ot 
committing any other Difoiders. 

If. The Sick and Wounded of the Spanifs Troops 
fhall remain in the fame Hofpital where they now are 
at Palermo, with all the Phyficians, Surgeons, and 
others, now employ’d in the faid Hofpital, tor the 
Aftiftance, Service, and Direction thereof, and a 
Guard ihall remain there of one Lieutenant and twen- 
ty Men of the Troops of Spain, to keep the Sick in 
the Hofpital ; all that fhall be neceflary for their Sub- 
fiftance thall be deliver’d to the Direftor of the faid 
Hofpital for ready Money, and as faft as any of the 
Sick and Wounded Men thal] recover, fo as to bein 
a Condition to march, they fhall be furnithd with 
Carriages and Barks to tranfpert them to Lermini at 
the Expence of the Spaniards. Thofe who have any 
Arms may carry them with them, : 

IV. The 
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TV. The Minifters of the Intendance and the 
Commiffaries of War, the Clerks ot the Contador 
and Treafurer, both by Land and at Sea, fhall be 
allow’d to remain at Palermo, as well to fettle the 
Accounts, as to make the neceflary Difpofitions for 
the Imbarkation ‘till it be finith’d, and a Lift thall 
a in of the Names of fuch as fhall ftay be- 


V. The Officers and Minifters, and all others em- 
ploy’d in the Sponif> Army,thal] be fuffer'd ro withdraw, 
either by Sea or Land, ‘with their Families, Effects, 
and Equipages from Palermo. or any other Place in the 
Kingdom, and Paffports hall be giventhem for that 
Purpofe ; they thal] alfo be aflifted with Carriages o£ 
Barks, paying for the fame: The Officers, Minifters 
and Domefticks, belonging to the Spanifo Army, thall 
likewife be permitted to come to Palermo on their pri- 
vate Occafions, or upon the Affairs of their Kegi- 
ments, provided they have Paffports fromthe Mar- 
quefs de Lede their General. 

VI. All the Magazines of Ammunition and Pro- 
vifions, of what Sort foever they be, including the 
Barley and Straw belonging to the Troops of Spain, 
in Palermo, ot its Suburbs, fhall remain there in all 
Safety, and the faid Troops fhall be permitted to carry 
them off, either by Sea or Land, as they thall have 
Occafion for them, and at fuch Times as ihall be 
judg’d convenient; Commiffaries fhall be left there 
totake Care of them, and the Count de Mercy will 
order Guards, of the Troops under his Command, to 
be pofted there for their Security. 

VII. The Troops of Spain, ‘during their Stay in 
the above-mention’d Towns and Villages, {hall ‘fub- 
fift themfelves at their own Coft, excepting Forage, 
Grafs, Straw, and Wood, which fhall be furnith’d 
by the Inhabitants; and Commiflaries ihall be ap- 

inted to fee thisdone, who fhall be affifted with 
Sonik Troops, if they defire it, to oblige the In- 
habitants to a Compliance; but no Spanifh Troops 
thall be employ’d in any Military Execution. 

VII. Immediately after the Evacuation of Palermo, 
Orders fhall be fent for the withdrawing of the Troops 
that are at Girgenti. 

IX. The Evacuation of Auguffa {hall be made as 
foon as the neceffary Tranfports can be provided for 
imbarking the Artillery, en Provifions, of 
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what Nature foever, and other warlike Stores, and 
generally all that is in the Magazines, which fhall be 
carry'd to Termini or to Palermo, as ihall be judg’d con- 
venient, after which the Troops of Spain thall deliver 
up 4ugufta to the German Troops, without damaging 
the Fortifications, and the Spanif Garrifon thall re- 
turn to Termini, of proceed to the Villages appointed 
them, by the fhorteft Way, making a regular March 
of Infantry: As tothe Troops of Svain, which are 
at the Blockade of Syracufa and Fazy-reale, or other 
Places of the Kingdom, Orders ihall be fent them, 
immediately after the Evacuation of Palermo, to join 
the Army at Jermini, and they thall be ftriétly en- 
join’d to commit no Diforders by the Way. Com- 
miffaries fhall be appointed, by the Count de Mercy, 
to march with the faid Troops, to take Care that they 
be furnith’d with Straw, Barley, and Bread, and what 
elfe they ihall need for their Subfiftance, which thall 
be paid for afterwards. 

- All the Spanifh Forces, whether belonging to 
the Sea or Land, and Mariners, now in this King- 
dom, the General Officers, Minifters, and all other 
Perfons whatfoever employ’d in the Army, thal] be 

ermitted to imbark and pafs over to Spain in all 
Cfety, and fo fhall likewife all other Subjects of Spain, 
who fhall be willing to go thither, without any Let 
or Moleftation. 

X1. All the Spanifs Troops, whether Foot, Horfe, 
or Dragoons, fhall be conducted to Spain, by the 
thorteft Way, with their Arms, Colours, Standards, 
Horfes, Cloaths, and Baggage, in al] Satety, without 
any Hinderance, and fhall be landed on the Coaft of 
Catalonia ox Valencia, either on board fuch Tranfports 
as can be now provided, or on thofe that fhall come 
from Spain or other Powers. 

XII. The neceffary Ships and Tranfports, for the 
Imbarkation of the Spanif) Troops, both Horfe and 
Foot, of the Artillery, Ammunition, and Equipages, 
fhall be furniihd them at their Expence, and they 
ihall have a Convoy of Men of War belonging to 
his Britannick Majefty tor their Security, ’till they 
arrive is) Spain, the Number of which ihall be fettled 
with Admiral Byng. 

XI. The Imbarkation fhall be made at twice or 
thrice, and founer, if poflible; they ihall imbark as 
foon as the Tranfports are ready, and the neceflary 
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Provifions are on Board for go Days, both for th© 
Men and Horfes, according-to the ufual Allowance ; 
and they fhall not be oblig’d to imbark in greater

11. The Spanif Troops thall evacuate the Kingdom 
of Sardinia, as foon as the German Jroops, or others 
which are appointed for taking Poffeflion of it, thal 
arrive there. All the fortify’d Places ihull be deliver'd 
up, with the Artillery and Ammunition, found 
therein when the Spanifo Troops became Mafters of 
them. 

Ii}. The Sick and Wounded Men of the Spanifh 
Troops thal] remain in the fame Hofpitals where they 
are, with all the Phyficians, Surgeons, and others

= 3 the Memorial prefented by the Refident Wefe- 
lowhki, as far as That Memorial concerns him in the 
Quality of Elector, that he was very much furpriz’d 
to fee the Reproaches contain’d init, becaufe he has 
not deferv'd them from his Czarifh Majefty, whofe 
Friendihip he has always cultivated very carefully, as 
well betore as fince his Acceflion to the Crown. :

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[tis not his Majefty who has deviated from the 
Treaty of 1715; on the contrary, it is his. Czarith 
Wajelty who has depited from it, fecing nothing 
could be more againit it,” than his coming to eftablith 
himfelf in the Empise with an Army, .and to poffels

himfelf of Provinces contiguous to his Maiefty’s Do- 
minions in Germany. It may be Pfin te that his 


Majefty obferving the Rufian Troojin Afeckleniurgh, 
a Magazine form'd at Roffock for their Subfiftance, 
and the Country ruin’d by their Exaétions, difcharg’d 
towards his Czarith Majefty the Office of a Friend 
and an Ally, by caufing to be reprefented to him the 
Prejudice he was doing himfelf by fuch a Proceed- 
ing, and the Danger he was in of drawing upon 

himfelf the Head and the Members of the Empire. 
Thofe who confider the Rank which his Maijefty 
holds, as well in the Empire as in the Circle, and the 
Intereft he had in the Tranquillity of his Neigh- 
bourhood, will doubrlefs judge, that fuch Initances 
were not only founded in Juftice and Equity, but 
likewife that his Majefty could not avoid making 
them, and that he was, oblig’d to do it by ail man- 
ner of Keafons. Accordingly, ic was much wonder'd 
they did not produce any Effes, and that the Czar’s 
Minifters thould feek only to gain Time, and to 
amufe the World’ with illufory Promifes ot the March 
ot their Mafter’s Troops, without ever fixing 2 
Term for that March. It even appear’d plainly, chat 
thofe Infiances of the King gave Rife to this Ani- 
mofity of the Czar againit his Majefty, which has 
fince hidke out on fo many Occafions. One Effect of 
it, was the Interview which the Czar and his Mini- 
fters had at Loo with Baron Gortz, who had been new- 
ly difmifs’d from his Confinement at drnbeim ; feeing 
that Baron was then intrufted to bring about a feparate 
Peace between ‘the Czar and the King of Sweden, 
‘His Czarifh Majefty did not only not communicate 
that Interview at all to the King, but when the Kefi- 
dent Weber {poke of it a little after to his Minifters 
at Peterfburgh, they thought fit to deny it. And yet 
it was that Interview which gave Birth to the Con- 
grefs at dland, which was form’d without his M:- 
jefty’s Knowledge, infomuch, that when M Offerman 
et out to go thither inthe Month of Fanuary, 1718, 
he deny’d the Matter with Oaths to the Refiienct 
Weber, and affur'd him he a going to Mofcow, whee 
2 is

his Czarifh Majefty then was... The Czar would never 
admit his Majefty’s Minifter to the Conferences ‘at, 
Aland, nor impart to him what was treating there; 
nor will this be wonder’d at, if it be confider’d, that 
his Czarith Majefty was framing Plans there, the 
Drift of which was no lefs than to unite his Forces 
with thofe of the King of Sweden, for carrying the 
War into his Majefty’s Dominions in Germany, and 
for invading Scotland after the Con queft of Norway. 
It was the Paverview at Loo, and feveral other fufpici- 
ous Proceedings of the Czar, that induc’d his Ma- 
jefty to fend into Sweden the Counfellor Schrader, to 
endeavour to difcover whether there was any Ground 
for the Rumours which were. {pread of a feparate 
Peace ready to ke concluded between his Czarifh Ma- 
jefty and Sweden. It is affirm’d in the Memorial, that 
thofe fecret Negociations of his Majefty, determin'd 
the Czar to form the Congrefs at Aland ; whiereas it 
is publickly well known, that the Czar’s two Pleni- 
poteiitiaries fet out from Peterfburgh in the Middle of 
the Month of Fanuary, 1718, and Counfellor Schrader 
did not begin his Journey ‘till the Month of March 
the fame Year. His Stay at Lunden in Schonen was 
but for three Weeks, and he did not fee the King of 
Swedex, who was then at Stromffat. The Death of 
that King happening at the End of the Year 1718, 
his Czariih Majefty took thereuporia Refolution to 
make the utmoft Efforts to opprefs Sweden, and force 
it to accept the Conditions which he fhould pleafe to 
oon No Man is ignorant of the Ravages and 

urnings which he caus’d to be made for gaining ‘his 
Point. He fent M. Oferman to ‘Stockholm, inftructed 
to propofe exorbitant Terms : But if ‘his Czarifh Ma- 
jelly did then emplby both Force and Negociation, 
it was only for procuring his own feparate Peace. His 
Britannick Majefty’s Interefts were no Part of the 
Queftion; on the contrary, the Bufinefs in Hand 
was, after the Conclufion of the Czar’s Peace with 
Sweden, to take Meafures with that Crown for com- 
ing into the Empire with united Forces, and reco- 
vering for the Swedes what they had loft there. ’ 

_In this Situation, or, to {peak more properly, in this 
Extremity, his Britannick Majefty ‘thought it Time, 
at laft, to look to himfelf, and hinder the Ruin of 
a Proteftant Kingdom, in uniting with it by Allian- 
ces. But this was done without proceeding to any 

Hoftilities 
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Hoftilities againft his Czarifh Majefty; on the con- 
trary, the King offer’d him his Mediation, which he 
had the more Right to do, becaufe Great Brizain was 
never engag’d in the War of the Norzh, and becaufe 
this Mediation -had been accepted by the Queen of 
Sweden. ; 

It is manifeft therefore, that if the King has pre- 
vented the Czar, by his Treaty with Sweden, he was 
authoriz’d, not to fay forc’d to doit, by the many 
Proceedings of that Prince, who ‘had for fo long a 
fime been treating of Peace, in Exclufion of his 
Majefty, in a he ick Congrefs form'’d without his 
Confent, and who was on the Point of putting Swe- 
den under the Yoke. His Majefty’s Britis Minifters 
will take Care to fet forth, in the Aniwer which 
they will deliver to the Relident, his Majefty’s jut 
Caufes of Complaint, in the Quality of King of 
Great Britain. Salle 

In the mean time, it depends wholly on the Czar 
to re-eftablifh intirely Friendihip and .good Intelli- 
gence, and to let the Troubles of the North ceafe, by 
making Ufe ofa Mediation, which has no other Aim, 
than to put an End to them, and, -in their Koom,, to 
fettle Peace and Tranquillity..

We are favour'd 
with the Light of the Gofpel; we have pure Ordinan- 
ces of Divine Worthip; and the Government and 
Difcipline of the Church, according to the Rule of 
God's Word: And thefe, which many other Nations 
Laren than we are depriv’d of, we have had pre- 
erv’'d to us by a moft remarkable Series of Events, 
wherein the Hand of God has been wonderfully feen, 
ruiceiaciy in the late glorious Revolution, and the

and Royal Favour; and have thofe Affurances he hath

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us; confidering with what conftant Zeal ayd Affection, 
and unwearied Application you have, in the high Sphere 
wherein Providence has plac’d you, and particularly - 
yoy prefent high Station, contributed to advance the In- 
tereft of this Church. The many Obligations we are un- 
der to your Grace, yea, and even Regard to our Intereft, 
elaims our beft Wifhes for all Profperity to your Grace ;

May it be our Care and Study, in managing the Work 
of this Affembly, to behave with that Calmnefs, Una- 
nimity, and Peaceablenefs which becometh us: And fincé 
we have a real Proof of his Majefty’s kind Affection to 
us, in giving us fuch a Commiffioner, may your Grace 
have Occafion to obferve nothing among us, but what is 
becoming fucha Meeting : And may you have Ground to 
report favourably of us to his Majefty, as your Grace hat 
done with refpeét to former Affemblies : For which, and 
all your other good Offices, we return you our moft hum- 
ble Thanks. 

On the 14th of May, the General Aflembly unanimoufly 
agreed uponan Anfwer to his Majefty’s moft gracious Let- 
ter; and then took into Confideration the State of the Church 
in the Highlands and Iflands, and the Growth of Popery there 3 
and appointed a Committee to receive Reprefentations of 
Presbyteries in this Matter. After this, Fames Yoting of Kil- 
licanty, Collector of the Contribution for the fuffering Pros 
teftants in Lithwania, gave in a Report of what was done 
in that Matter : Shewing, that he had already remitted 
Four Thoufand and One Hundred Pounds Sterling thither, 
and that there was fome Money come fince to his Hands; 
byt that fome Parifhes were ffill deficient as to their Col- 
leétions ; whereupon it was recominended to Deficients to 
pay in their Contributions as foon as they could. On the 
16th the General Affembly met again, and had under 
Confideration fome Excerpts out of a Book, call’d, The Mar- 
row of Modern Divinity, as unfound ; and having difcours’d 
upon the fame, order’d them to lie on the Table till the 
Friday following, and on the 23d they finifh’d their Meec- 
ing, having difpatch’d all the Affairs that came before 
them. s 

The Anfwer of the General Afflembly to his Majefty’s 
Letter, mention’d above, is as follows.

It hath afforded a moft fenfible Pleafure to the Minifters 
and Members of this Church, to hear of your Majefty’s 
Chriftian and zealous Coneern for the Proteftants abroad, 
in Oppofition to the Invafions of Popery ; and your Ma- 
jefty’s kind Intimation in your Gracious Letter, that 
you have fome Things under your Royal Confideration at 
this Time, which may very much contribute to the pre- 
venting of the Growth of Popery in this Land, affects us 
with the deepeft Senfe of Gratitude and we hope, though 
the Means hitherro ufed have not been attended with che 
defir'd Succefs, that by the Blefling of God upon your Ma- 
jefty’s wife Counfels and fteddy Conduct, this growing E- 
vil will be effectually remedied, to the Joy of all your 
Majefty’s good Subjects, who are zealoufly concerned for 
the flourifhing of true Religion, and Quiet of your Ma- 
jefty’s Government. 

It is an unexpreflible Satisfaction to ns, to have fo great 
Encouragement to exert ourfelves to the utmoft for obtain- 
ing thofe great Ends, the promoting of true Religion, and 
the fupprefling of Vice and immorality, thac your Ma- 
jefty has recommended them to us as Things you have moft 
at Heart. 

We intirely rely upon the Affurances given us, that 
your Majefty will be always ready to promote the Inte- 
reft, and inviolably maintain the Rights aud Privileges 
of the Presbyterian Church of Scotland.

Realm, for the preventing the Exportation of Wooll, call. 
Fells, Woollen-Yarn, Mortlings, Shorlings, Wooll-Flocks, Ful- 
lers Earth, and Fulling-Clay. 


GEORGE. R. 
Hereas many good Laws have been made to prohi- 
bit and prevent the Exportation of Wooll, Wooll- 
Fells, Mortlings or Shorlings, or any Yarn made of Wooll, 
or any Wooll-Flocks, or any. Fullers-Earth, or Fulling- 
Clay whatfoever, out of the Kingdoms of Great Britain 
or Ireland, or out of the Hles of Ferfey or Guerafey, with 
Sark and Alderney, into Foreign Parts, under the feveral 
Penalties and Forfeitures in the faid Laws contain’d : In 
and by which Laws, feveral Encouragements are given 
to fuch Perfon or Perfons who fhall fue or inform for the 
fame : And thereby feveral Directions are given, as well 
for Guards on the Coafts, as for Entring and Regiftring of 
Wooll near the Sea-Coafts, for the better preventing fuch 
Exportation, under feveral Penalties therein mention’d : 
Yet, neverthelefs, the Exportation thereof is {till norori- 
oufly continued, to the great Difcouragement and Prejudice 
of the Woollen Trade, and Manufatture of this Kingdom : 
We therefore taking the fame into our ferions Con{iderati- 
y On, 
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on, and duly weighing the evil Confequences thereof to 
the Woollen Manufacture of this Kingdom, by and with 
the Advice of our Privy-Council, have thought fit to iffue 
this our Royal Proclamation: And we do hereby, in 
Purfuance of the faid Laws, ftriétly Charge, Prohibit, 
and Command, That no manner of Wooll, Wooll-Fells, 
Woollen-Yarn, Mortlings, Shorlings, Wooll-Flocks, Fal- 
lers-Earch, or Fulling-Clay whatfoever, fhall be at any 
Time hereafter, by any Perfon or Perfons whatfoever, 
either Natural-born Subjeéts, Denizens or Strangers, Ex- 
ported, Tran{ported, Sent, or Convey’d out of the King- 
doms or Places aforefaid, into any Parts beyond the Seas, 
contrary to the faid Laws: And that all the Laws and 
Statutes now in Force againft the Exportation of the faid 
Commodities, be in every Particular punétually obferv’d 
and kept, upon Pain of the feveral Penalties which by 
the Laws and Statutes of this Realm may be inflicted up- 
on the Offenders themfelves, their Aiders, Procurers, A- 
bettors, or Favourers. And we do hereby declare, That 
we will caufe to be effe€tually put in Execution thé Laws 
and Statutes aforefaid : And that all Affiftance and En- 
couragement fhall be given by the Commiffioners of our 
Cuftoms, and other our Officers, in the Recovery of the 
Rewards given by the faid Laws to the Perfons who fail 
Difcover and Sue for the fame. And we do hereby ftritt- 
ly Charge and Command all our Officers of the Cuftoms, 
and others, who fhall be any ways Imploy’d or Intrufted 
in the Difcovering, Profecuting, or Preventing the faid 
Offences, that they do ufe their utmoft Diligence in the 
Difcharge of their faid Truft, under the Pain of incurring 
our higheft Difpleafure. And we do hereby ftriétly Charge 
and Command all our Officers and Minifters, to be Aiding 
and Affifting to the Officers of out Cuftoms, and others da- 
ty Authoriz’d to put in Execution the faid Laws, and all 
others a¢ting in their Aid., And for the farther Encourage- 
ment of all Perfons to be diligent in difcovering any of 
the Exporters of Wooll, or Woollen Yarn, we do hereby, 
upon the humble Adarefs of the Gommons of Great Britain 
in Parliament affembled, farther Promife and Declare, 
That whoever fliall difcover any Perfon or Perfons, who, 
after the Twentieth Day of May next enfuing, and before 
the Twentieth Day of May, which fhall be in the Year of 
our Lord, One Thoufand Seven Hundred and Twenty One, 
fhall export any Woolls or Woollen Yarn, contrary to the 
faid Laws, fo as fuch Perfon or Perfons be brought to Ju- 
fice, hall have and receive, over and above ali apse 
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already given by Acts of Parliament, the farther Reward 
of Forty Pounds, whereof the Commiflioners of our Trea- 
fury are hereby Ordered to make Payment: And if any 
fuch Offender fhal] make fuch Difcovery of any other of 
the faid Offenders, foas he or they be brought to Juftice, 
fach Difcoverer fhall not only have our gracious Pardon 
for his faid Offence, but fhall have and réceive the Reward 
hereby promis’d, as aforefaid.

W HEREAS in and byan A&é made in the laft 

Seffion of Parliament (Intitled, An 4&4 for bet- 
ter fecuring certain Powers and Privileges intended to be grant- 
ed by his Majefty by two Charters for Affurance of Ships and 
Merchandizes at Sea, and for lending Money upon Bottomry ; 
and for refiraining feveral extravagant and unwarrantable 
Practices therein mention'd] reciting, that feveral Projeéts 
of different Kinds have, fince the four and twentieth Day 
of June, One thoufand feven hundred and eighteen, been 
publickly contriv’d and praétifed, within the City of 
London, and other Parts of this Kingdom, as alfo in Jre- 
land, and other our Dominions, which manifeftly cend 
to the common Grievance of our Subjects in their Trade, 
and other their Affairs; and the Perfons contriving or 
attempting fuch mifchievous Projects, under falfe Pre- 
tences of publick Good, had prefum’d to open Books for 
publick Subfcriptions, and draw in unwary Perfons to 
fabfcribe therein towards raifing great Sums of Money, 
whereupon the Subfcribers, or Claimants under them, paid 
{mall Proportions thereof; which mifchievous Projects 
related to feveral Fifheries and other Affairs, wherein 
the Trade and Welfare of our Subjects were concern’d ; 
and reciting, that in many Cafes the faid Undertakers or 
Subfcribers had, fince the faid twenty fourth Day of June, 
prefum’d to act as if they were Corporate Bodies, and had 
pretended to make their Shares in Stocks cransferalle 
i withoue 
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without legal Authority ; and in fome Cafes the Under- 
takers or Subfcribers had acted, or pretended toact, under 
fome Charter or Charters formerly granted for fome par- 
ticular Purpofes, but had us’d the fame -for raifing Joint 
Stocks, and for making pretended Transfers or Affign- 
ments for their own private Lucre 3; and in fome Cafes 
the Underrakers or Subfcribers had acted under fome ob- 
folete Charter or Charters, although the fame became void 
or voidable by Nonufer or Abufer, or for want of making 
lawful Elections, which were neceffary for the Continn- 
ance thercof; and many other unwarrantable Practices 
had been, and might thereafter be contriv’d, to the Ruin

other publick Undertakings and Attempts, tending to 
the Common Grievance, Prejudice, and Inconvenierce of 
our Subjects in their Trade, Commerce, or other lawful 
Affairs ; and all publick Subfcriptions, Receipts, Pay- 
ments, Aflignments, Transfers, pretended Affignments 
and Transfers, and all other Matters and Things what- 
foever for fathering, countenancing, or proceeding in 
any fuch Undertaking or Attempt; and more particular- 
ly the ating, or prefuming to aét as a Corporate Body

tending to act under any Charter formerly granted from 
the Crown for any {pecial Purpofes, by Perfons making 
or endeavouring to make ufe of fuch Charter for any fuch 
other Purpofe not thereby intended; and all acting, or 
pretending to act under fuch obfolete Charter as is before 
defcribed, and every of them (as to all or any fuch Acts, 
Matters, or Things, as fhouki be fo done, attempted, or 
proceeded upon after the faid Twenty Fourth Day of June, 
One Thoufand Seven Hundred and Twenty, fhould be 
deemed to bea publick Nufance and Nufances ; and the 
fame, and all Caufes, Matters, and Things relating there- 
to, and every of them, fhould forever, thereafter, be tried 
and determined as common Nufances; and all Offenders 
therein, being thereof lawfully convicted upon Informa- 
tion or Indictment, in any of our Courts of Record at We/?- 
minfter, or in Edinburgh, or in Dublin, thould be liable to 
fuch Fines, Panalties, and Punishments, whereunto Perfons 
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convicted for common and publick Nufances, are by any 
of the Laws and Statutes of this Realm fubjecét and liable ; 
and moreover fhould incur and fuftain fuch farther Pains; 
Penalties, and Forfeitures, as were ordain’d and provided 
by the Statutes of Provifion and Premunire, made in the 
Sixteenth Year of the Reign of King Richard the Second; 
And it is in and by the faid Aé&t farther enacted, that if 
any Merchant or Trader, at any Time after the faid Twen. 
ty rth Day of June, One Thoufand Seven Hundred and 
Twehty, fhould fuffer any particular Damage in his, her; 
or their Trade, Commerce, or other lawful Affairs, by 
Occafion ot Means of any Undertaking or Attempt, Mat. 
ter or Thing, by the faid Aét declared to be unlawful, ag 
aforefaid, and fhould fue to be relieved therein, That then, 
and in every fuch Cafe, fuch Merchant or Trader fhould 
and might have his and their Remedy for the fame, by an 
AGion or A&ians, to be grounded upon the faid Statute; 
againft the Perfons, Societies, or Partnerfhips, or any of 
then, who, contrary tothe faid Ac, fhould be éngaged 
or incerefted in any fuch tnlawful Undertaking or At- 
ternpt ; and in every fuch Aétion the Plaintift fhould re- 
cover treble Damages, with full Coft of Suit. And it is in 
and by the faid A& farther enaéted, that if any Broker, 
or Perfon acting as a Broker, for himfelf, or in Behalf of 
any others, at any Time or Times after the faid Twenty 
Fourth Day of Frine, One Thoufand Seven Hundred and 
Twenty, thould bargain, fell, buy, or purchafe, or con- 
tract; or agree for the bargaining, felling, buying, or pur- 
ehafing any Share or Incereft in any of the Undertakings 
by the faid A& declared to be unlawful, or in any Stock 
or pretended Stok of fuch Undertakers, that then and in 
every fuch Cafe, every fuch Broker, or Perfon aéting as 
fach, fhould not only be difabled and render’d incapable 
to be or aét as a Broker for the future, but fhould alfo lofe 
and forfeit the Sum of Five Hundred Pounds, to be reco- 
verted, oné Moiety thereof to the Ufe of us, our Heirs and 
Succeffors, and the other Moiety thereof to the Ufe of any 
Perfon or Perfons who fhould inform or fue for the fame 
in any of our faid Courts of Record, with full Cofts of 
Snit; as by the faid Aét, amongft other Claufes and 
Things therein contain’d, more at large may appear. And 
whereas we are deeply fenfible of the many mifchievous 
Confequences that muft inevitably enfue, from the unwar- 
rantable Pra¢tices in the faid Aét mentioned, by enfna- 
ring and defrauding unwary Perfons, to their utter Im- 
poverithment and Ruin; by taking off the Minds of ao 
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of our Subjects from atcending their lawful Imployments, 
and by- introducing a general Neglect of Trade and Com- 
merce, upon which the Wealch and Profperity of our 
Kingdoms fo much depend, the Promoting and Encon- 
ragément whereof we have always at Heart; and we he- 
ing:determined, _ for :the. Reafons aforefaid, to caufe che 
faid A& to be effeétually put in Execution,. bur being «l- 
fo willing and defirous that none of our loving Subjects 


‘fhould be ignorant of the fame, nor unwarily folject 


themfelves to the Forfeitures of their Lands and Tenements, 
Goods and Chattels, and Imprifonment of their Perfons, 


_ by incurring the Penalty of Premunire thereby juftly in- 


fliéted; have, by and with the Advice of our Privy Coun- 
cil, thought fic to iflue this our Royal Proclamation ; and 
we do hereby ftrictly Charge and Command, chat no Per- 
fon or Perfons whatfoeW8r, Bodies Politick or Corporate, 
do, prefume to commit orattempt dny Aét, Matter, or 
Thing whatfoever, contrary to the Provifions of rhe faid 
AG, and the true Incent and Meaningythereof 5; and thae 
the faid Act of Parliament be in every Particular punda- 
ally obferved and kept,. upon Pain of the feveral Penal- 
ties by the faid Act inflicted upon Offenders againft che 
fame. And we do hereby declare, that we will cauf che 
faid A&t effetually co be put in Execution, and chat aif 
Affiftance and due Encouragement thal] be given to all 
Perfons who fhall difcover and detect any. Gffender or Of- 
fenders againft the. fame. And we do. hereby fridly 
charge and command all Mayors, Sheriffs, Jufticesof che 
‘Peace, -and all other our Officers and Mrnilters, and aif 
other our Subjects whom it may concern, to be very vi- 
gilane and ftri€&t in the DifCovery and effectual Profecyti- 
on of all Perfons who fhall in any wife offend in the Pre- 
mitfes; and that they do ufe their urmoft Diligence in 
caufing the faid Aé to be put in Execution, upon Pain of 
incurring our higheft Difvleafure.
